Representatives of the New Haven Tine’s 
marine district stayed all night last night | 
at Piers 18 and 19, North River, sleeping | 
on extemporized couches. Representatives | 
of other steamship lines did the same, in- 
dicating what is feared may happen. 

At the meeting of the Central Federated 
Tnion yesterday the delegate of the Marine 
Firemen’s Union gave the first intimation 
of trouble in store for lines other than the 
Fall River. He said that 223 firemen and 
oilers had been ordered on strike on the 
Mallory Line boats for the new demand of 
an increase of wages from $40 to $45 a 
month. This demand, he said, was to be 
made on all the coastwise ships, and was | 
to be enforced by strikes. 

At the Mallory Line piers it was said last ; 
night that any statement that the oilers, ! 
firemen, or other members of Mallory crews { 
were going on strike was absolutely false. 
The Mallory Line, it was added, had loaded | 
and dispatched three vessels last week | 
without the slightest trouble, and expected 
:o send gut the same number this week with | 
just as much ea&. i 

Twenty-seven handlers, deck hands, and ! 
firemen were taken off the Richard Peck | 
when she drew into Pier 20, East River, | 
on her westward trip from New Haven 
yesterday morning. No freight was handled 
at the pier. The Superintendent of the 
Central Vermont told the freight handlers 
yegterday that his men would not handle 
aoe York, New Haven and Hartford 
freight. 5 

Unless conditions change, the Joy Line 
and the Metropolitan, as well as the Port- 
Jand Line may be tied up to-day. The 
Clyde Line may suffer the same fate. 


Meetings of the strikers were held yes- 
terday in Hudson Hall, Spring Street, near 
Hudson Street, and at the Terrace Lyceum, 
2°93 Bast Broadway, at which resolutions 
were passed in favor of extending the strike 
of freight handlers and firemen along the 
entire New Haven marine district, includ- 
ing Fall River, Previdence, Bridgeport, 
Stonington. Norwich, and New Haven. It 
is stated, however, that the company has 
withdrawn the Stonington service. 

The Fall River steamboat Priscilla came 
into her dock yesterday morning, and left 
on time at 5:30 P. M. Special preparations 
will be made to-day to have the piers all 
well guarded, as it is understood that the | 
strikers are likely to prevent the non-union 
men from handling the freight from the 
various piers. 

The strikers are incensed at the employ- 
ment of private detectives by the company i 
at the various piers, especially at Piers { 
18 and 19. They do not object to the em- 
ployment of the regular police force. 

Travelers by the Fall River Line were 
stopped by the private police when they 
went to go to the ticket office, and had 
to give an explanation before they were 
allowed to go in for tickets. This led to a | 
lot of rough language. On one occasion 
two women travelers who did not under- 
stand the situation were stopped and ques- 
tioned, and when they were informed of 
the situation after being allowed to pass ; 
the lines, they turned on two private de- 
tectives and scolded them in true feminine 
fashion. 

About 100 Italians were employed moving ; 
the freight at each of the Fall River piers. i 
They shoved it around so as to get it ready 
for handling to-day, when a supreme effort 
is to be made to deliver it. At the piers of | 
the other lines there was the same number | 
of Italians, who were working hard shifting ; 
the freight around. The Italians sleep and | 
eat at the piers under guard of the police 
and the private detectives. At Pier 40, 
where there is an enormous amount of | 
freight, the Italians moved it so that they | 


could move between great piles of mer-! 
chandise. Not a teamster was in sight, and 
an effort will be made to-day to get the 
teamsters who worked on Saturday to re-} 
fuse to haul the non-union freight. i 

All the strikers seemed to be angry yes- | 
terday, and are evidently impatient to have ! 
some kind of action taken. They are very | 
much displeased at the number of police ! 
around. Most of the strikers thought that 
~ the strike, being so general, would be ended | 
speedily. Now that it looks like a long: 
continued affair they are very warlike, and 
ialk of extending the strike in all direc- 
tions. It is possible, it was said last night, 
that the freight handlers who have made! 
a demand for a new wage scale may also 
strike on the piers of, all the coastwise 
steamships to enforce this scale. 

Several of the international officers of the 
urion were in town yesterday, who ad- 
dressed meetings of the strikers in Hudson 
Halil. At the conclusion of the meeting in 
Hudson Hall yesterday afternoon the fol- 
lowing statement was given out by the 
Executive Committee: 

“This strike is going to be won, no mat- 
ter how long it takes. We will tie up every 
thing from here to Boston 4-morrowt We 
are in the fight to win, and we are abie 
to win. There may be 10,000 people in- 
volved before the strike is over.’’ 


NEWPORT, May 22.—The steamer Plyim..

Before the strike the average 
consignment of fish for New York and 
Philadelphia by the boats of the Fall River 
Line was between 400 and 500 barrels a 
night.

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HITS WOMAN IN AUTO. 


Mrs. Gotshal! Struck by Stone in Tem- 
ple and Dangerously Hurt. 

Mrs. William ¢. Gotshall, wife of the 
President of the New York and Port Chester 
Railway Company, was hurt yesterday aft- 
ernoon by a man who struck her on the 
head with a rock while she was riding in 
an automobile. Mrs. Gotshall was re- 


turning from the Oakley Club, on Long Isl- 
and, at about 6 o’clock. She was sitting in 
the rear seat with her husband, the ma- 
chine being in charge of a chauffeur. 

They were going through East One Hun- 
dred and Second Street, between First and 
Second Avenues, when a crowd of boys and 
young men swarmed about them, hooting, 
and throwing sticks and stones. Before 
the chauffeur could increase the speed one 
of the larger of the young men ran along- 
side the automobile with a heavy stone held 
above his head. He hurled this at Mrs. } 
Gotshall’s head® striking her just above the 
right temple. She fell fainting in her hus- 
band’s arms. 

Mr. Gotshalk chased the thrower, but 
failed to catch him. Record time was made | 
to Mr. Gotshall’s home, 49 West Seventy- | 
second Street, where Dr. William Polk was | 
summoned. Ata late hour he had not suc- i 
ceeded in restoring Mrs. Gotshall to con- ; 
sciousness, and her condition was regarded | 
as critical. 

Mr. Gotshall got in his automobile and | 
went back to the scene of the riot, where he 
sought to attract the attention of the stone 
thrdwer by tooting the horn and making the 
presence of the automobile manifest. He 
was in hope of getting hold of the ruffian j 
who had struck his wife, but there was no 
further demonstration. He then went = 
the East One Hundred and Fourth Street 
Police Station, where he told Sergt. Price of 
the incident, and said that he was sure that 
he could identify the fellow who had in- 
jured his wife. Policeman Dodd went back 
with Mr. Gotshall, but they were unable to 
find the man they were looking for. 

In the meantime Capt. Herlihy heard by 
telephone from a citizen who had seen the 
attack on the automobile. A number of 
plain clothes men were sent out to search 
for the stone thrower. ! 

The police in the neighborhood have re- 
cently made several arrests of young men 
and boys caught throwing missiles at auto- 
mobilists. They say that the neighborhood 
is extremely dangerous for those who pass 
through it in automobiles, and that they 
are in constant-trouble because of the hos- 
tility of a gang of rowdies who are always 
on the alert to injure people riding in the 
machines. 

Mr. Gotshall, when seen at his residence 
sald: 

Gotshall has not fully recovered 
consciousness. She was struck with a 
stone that weighed several pourtds. It 
struck her on the right temple, and caused 
As Mrs. Gotshall very re- 
cently passed through a very delicate opera- 
tion, I have grave fears that this unfor- 
tunate occurrence may tend to bring about | 
a relapse. 

“IT regard this act as an outrage. 
afternoon was not the first time I have 
had dealings with these street ruffians. 
This morning when starting for the club,

“The hoodlum that hit Mrs. Gotshall 
rushed up to the side of the car and threw 
a large stone, which struck her in the 
temple. She dropped to the bottom of the 
car. 

“I opened the rear door of the vehicle 
as quickly as I could and at once gave 
chase to the young ruffian. There was no 
mistaking him, as he had come sufficiently 
near so that I could not help but know who 
had thrown the stone which had caused 
such havoc. 

“The young fellow ran hard and I went 
after him with about twenty feet between 
us. He kept on until he got in front of 
313 East One Hundred and Sixth Street, 
when he ran in. I was about to follow him 
into that hallway when I heard so much 
shouting in the direction of the automo- 
bil: that I determined not to take any 
chances with the howling mob of at least 
200 people who had gathered about. Mrs. 
Gotshall had a quantity of jewelry upon 
her person and I telt quite sure that it at 
least would be in danger. 

‘So I gave up the chase and went back 
to the automobile.’’ 


KILLED RICH ITALIAN. 


Martin Had Asked Vastel for Money 
Loaned—Vastel’s Son Shot Him.

PLAINFIELD, N. J., May 22.—Antone 
Martin, the wealthiest Italian in this sec- 
tion of New Jersey, was shot and killed by 
Charles Vastel, a nineteen-year-old boy, at 
the Vastel home,.on Hunter Avenue, last 
night. Martin had first attempted to shoot 
Vastel’s father, and had fired one shot 
when the boy wrested a revolver from his 
father’s hand and sent three bullets into 
Mertin’s body, and Martin died soon after 
at the hospital. 

Vastel placed the revolver on a mantel 
shelf and then walked out of the house. 
He has not been seen since, although the 
police throughout the country have been 
searching for him. 

The trouble which preceded the shooting 
grew out of a. five-hundred-dollar loan 
whieh Martin had made to John Vastel, the 
boy’s father. Payment was not due until 
next month, but Martin went to the Vastel 
house and asked for the monéy. Vastel re- 
fused to make any payment, and the quar- 
rel followed. 

Martin originally was a junkman, but had 
made much money in local real eState 
transactions and by loans to his less fort-

SANTA FE, N. M., May 22.—In excavating 
the bed of the Zuni River for a dam si 
quite a number of well preserved mast n 
tusks and bones were found. Some of the 
latter were ribs fourteen feet long. 

The Smithsonian Institution has been in- 
formed of the finds. 

Three heads of extinct animals were dis- 
covered. They are about two feet in length 
and fifteen inches in width. The teeth | 
are well preserved. The heads have two ! 
straight horns from sixteen to twenty 
inches long. 

The position of the eye sockets under the ; 
horns make it probable that the animal

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KILLS YALE POLO PLAYER 


H. D. Babcock; Jr., Fatally Hurt in 
Van Cortlandt Park Game. 


EFFORT -TO CONTINUE PLAY 


W. G. Devereaux, Whose Mallet Inflicted 
the Injury, Shocked by Result 
of the Actident. 


A mallet blow on the head which Henry 
D. Babcock, Jr., a Yale freshman, received 
in the Yale-Princeton polo match at Van 
Cortlandt Park on Saturday afternoon, re- 
sulted in his death at 4 o’clock yesterday 


morning. He was the son of Henry D. Bab- 
cock of Hollister & Babcock, bankers, at 
17 Broad Street. 

The accident occurred while Babcock and 
W. G. Devereaux were having a spirited run 
down the field, the Yale man steadily car- 
rying the sphere along. When the ball was 
almost at the Tigers’ line, both riding at 
the utmost speed their ponies could com- 
mand, they made a simultaneous effort to 
hit the batl. Babcock was seen to reel 
slightly, but that was all. Devereaux’s 
mallet had struck him on the head, but 
there were few who saw or knew of it, and 
even Devereaux himself was not aware that 
he had hurt the other player. Babcock 
realized in a minute, however, that his 
hand had lost its strength, and that he 
could not manage his pony. So he waited 
till he had reached a spot where he could. 
slide from off the pony’s back and not get 
badly hurt, and that was what he did. 

Capt. Baldwin of the Yale team was one 
of those who saw Babcock reel on his 
pony when he and Devereaux were having 

r encounter at the Tigers’ line. He 
turned his pony’s head and rode up to Bab- 
cock, who said: 

“I have been caught—caught in the 
head. It’s nothing, though.” 

Baldwin advised him to retire from the 
game, but Babeock protested. ‘It’s noth- 
ing,”” he repeated. ‘‘I got this often when 
playing with the junior Rockaways and fin- 
ished out the game.” 

Baldwin was obdurate, ‘however, 
filled his place with W. Huff. 

Babcock lingered about the ground until 
the game was over. He was ministered to a 
little by his friends, who gave him whisky 
and oatmeal water and rubbed his head. 
They wanted to send for a physician, but 
he laughed at that. 

When the game was over Babcock and 
three of his friends rode to the injured 
young man’s home, at 20 East Fifty-second 
Street, in an-attomobile. On the way Bab- 
cock suffered from nausea, but he still 
protested that he was not badly hurt. The 
four young men reached the house at 
about 7:30 o'clock. Mrs. Babcock met them 
at the door. She noticed that there was 
something wrong with her son, and asked 
him about ‘it: 

‘I was hit with a mallet,” he replied. “I 
didn’t finish the game.” 

Mrs. Babcock” wanted to séetit?t¥"*ttfs 
family physician immediately, but the in- 
jured man agsin protested, though he 
complained at thattims of a slight

ache. 
Mrs. Babcock sent for Dr. Alexander 
Smith of 18 West Fifty-first Street, who 
found a slight abrasion and discoloration 
of the patient’s temple. The young man 
himself felt well enough to desire to know 
whether he could have his dinner, but Dr. 
Smith decided, because of the trouble which 
he had had with his stomach, that he had 
better confine himself to milk. 
Babcock retired about 11 o'clock, 
» 


and 
about o’clock his labored breathing 
alarmed his brother. An effort to arouse 
him then disclosed the fact that he had 
lapsed into a state of coma. A little while 
before he had risen to get a glass of water. 

Several members of the family rushed out 
to get a physiclan. Dr. Smith and Dr. 
Gecrge Lockwood of 18 East Fifty-second 
Street were called. The two physicians 
decided that there was some lesion of the 
braim and that an operation would have to 
be performed, They sent out a hurry call 
for Dr. Robert Abbe, but when he reached 
the young man’s bedside his pulse had 
sunk so low that he could not be operated 
upon. He was then in a stupor, from 
which he could not be aroused, and sank 
steadily unti) he died. 

Dr. Smith said that instances in which 
persons who had been injured on the head 
and retained the full possession of their 
faculties, like Babcock did, .or a consider- 
able time afterward had been heard of, 
but were not very common. 

“I. am inclined to the belief,” he said, 
“that the lesion caused by the blow was 
at first very slight. The young man told 
me himself that he felt no pain in his 
head—only a little screness on the temple 
where the mallet had struck him. There 
was mo outward indication that he had 
been seriously injured. His death was prob- 
ably caused by his rising suddeniy from 
the recumbent position. The blow had un- 
coubtedly injured a tlood yessel in his 
head, which snapped when he jumped up 
quickly from his bed, resulting in cerebral 
hemorrhage.”’ 

Mary of Babcock’s classmates, as well as 
the players on the Princeton side at Satur- 
day’s game, called to express their sorrow 
at.the accident ard its fatal termination. 
Among them was Devereaux, who feels 
keenly his connection with the affair. 

Gabeock was twenty years old, tall and 
athletic. weighing about 165 pounds. For 
about four years before he entered Yale 
he was a member of the Junior Polo Club 
ot the Rockaway Hunt Club, where his 
skill as a polo player was recognized al- 
most from the start. 


NEW HAVEN, Conn., May 22.—Henry D. 
Babcock, Jr., who was fatally injured in a 
polo game in Van Cortlandt Park, New 
York, yesterday, played on the Yale polo 
team in its first series of games last Octo- 
ber and November, and again this Spring. 
He was severa] times injured in previous 
games, but never here. A telegram to 
President Hadley of the university and by 
him communicated to the students during 
divine service to-day apprised his college 
friends of the fatal termination of the ac- 
cident.

Letters were received from Raisuli to- 
day and negotiations were opened for the 
release of his captives. The Shereefs of 
Wazan have left to carry through the 
negotiations. 

Raisuli’s terms are kept secret.

TANGIER, May 22.—The Shereef of Wa- 
zan left this morning to meet Raisuli, the 
bandit chief who is said to be at Beniaros. 
Mohammed El! Torres, representative of the 
Sultan of Morocco at Tangier, has empow- 
ered the Shereef to say that the Govern- 
ment will grant all the demands of Raisuli 
if Ian Perdicaris and Cromwell .Varley are 
handed over immediately. 

The soldiers already have been withdrawn 
from the district where the bandits are lo- 
cated. 


KILLED HIS WIFE’S SLAYER. 


Husband of Murdered Woman Pursues 
and Shoots His Foe. 


DUBOIS, Penn., May 22.—Mrs. Frank 
Faul, wife of a well-known resident of 
Cardiff, a village near here, sacrificed her 
life for her husband’s hat to-day. An 
Italian, with whom her husband had quar- 
reled, shot her down in cold blood as she 
was trying to recover the hat. 

Half an hour later the murderer was ly- 
ing dead, his head full of buckshot from 
the gun of the husband of the murdered 
woman. A quarrel of a trivial nature was 
the cause of the double killing. 

Paul left his home Saturday night to 
visit friends at a boarding house, a short 
distance from his home. About an hour 
Was spent socially at the boarding house 
when a quarrel arose between Paul and 
Saverio Pelligreno, who lived in the house. 
Although the quarrel was of a trivial char- 
acter, Paul became suspicious that harm 
Was meant, and left hurriedly for his home, 
leaving his hat lying on the ground in 
front of the house. 

His wife urged him to return for the hat, 
and taunted him for his lack of courage, 
but Paul was.timid, and Mrs. Paul volun- 
teered to go. Paul was uneasy, and watched 
her from his door. She walked to the 
boarding house, which was in plain sight 
of Paul's home, and as she stooped to re- 
cover the hat Pelligreno fired point blank 
at her with a shotgun. 

The shot entered the woman's head, and 
she fell dead. Paul, who had witnessed the 
scene, took a revolver and shotgun and 
started to avenge his wife. 

As the Italian was trying to escape, Paul 
fired several shots from his revolver, but 
missed. Pellegreno succeeded in barricad- 
ing bimeelf.in his room, and Paul stood 
guard in thé hallway. The people about thé 
house were terrorized and would not inter- 
fere. 

After half an hour Pellegreno, believing 
that Paul had gone, stuck his head through 
the door. Quick as a flash Paul fired, in- 
stantly killing the. murderer of his wife. 
After examining the body to see that the 
Italian was dead, Paul picked up his wife's 
dead body and tenderly carried it to his 
home. 

When the police came to arrest him they 
found him weeping over the body and sur- 
rounded by his three young children. 

The residents of the village condemn 
Pellegreno and uphold Paul, who bears a 
good reputation. :

strengthens the murder theory. They are 

Silas Robinson and Peter Passenti, who 

heard cries from Morgan’s house as they 

} were passing at 1 o’clock this morning. 
Passenti told Coroner Potter this story: 

“‘'We were on our way home, and, as we 
neared Morgan's house we could see a light 
in one of the rooms, although the curtain 
was down. We heard loud talking, and, 

' as we passed the house, we heard Morgan 
cry out: ‘Oh, Lord! Let me be! 
breaking my night's rest.’ 

“‘A moment later Morgan cried out again. 
This time we heard himsay: ‘ Now, get 
out of here. I want some rest.’ We paid 
no further attention, and continued walk- 
ing up the road.”’ 

It was shortly after 2 o’clock this morn- 
ing whén Morgan's house was discovered 
to be on fire. It was burning fiercely 
when the volunteer firemen arrived, and 
soon was completely destroyed. Water was 
poured on the pile of smoldering wood and 
then a search was made. 

There is another theory that Morgan’s 
death was due to accident. Those who hold 
thutheory maintaie~that.Morgan, as he 
had often done before, had perhaps invited 
two or three strangers to his house and 
that they were drinking. The strangers 
may have departed, leaving Morgan alone. 
If the old man, they declare, had been un- 
der the influence of liquor, it would have 
been an easy matter for him to have col- 
lapsed and in falling knock a lamp over. 

Morgan was a well-known character in 
Vineland and enjoyed considerable repute 
as a weather prophet. He is said to have 
been a graduate of the University of Penn- 
sylvania and was a lawyer of some note 
before he came here, more than thirty-five 
years ago. He was a contributor to various 
magazines a score of years ago. 

He was Known here as a cousin of J. 
Pierpont Morgan, and it was always 
thought that his secluded life had been due 


Morgan appeared to be a confirmed woman 
hater. © 

For a number of years Morgan lived here 
in idleness, having received remittances of 
money from New York every month. He 
said the money came from his mother, who 
was wealthy. Suddenly the remittances 
ceased, and it was generally supposed his 
mother had died. 

Of recent years Morgan, who was quite 
active, despite his seventy years, did odd 
chores about the town. He sawed wood 
for many persons in Vineland, and seemed 
to make more than enough money: to sup- 
port himself. He never received much 
nail, most of his infrequent letters coming 
from New York.

curate estimate of the conditions of the 
Struggle than hitherto has been the case, 


Promiscuous Sowing of Mines. 


The Russians at Port Arthur are in a 
desperate frame of mind, and they have 
made their desperation an excuse to 
sow the whole Strait of Pe-chi-li with 
floating blockade mines. 

Not only have these diabolical ma- 
chines been placed off their own shores 
and in their own waters, but it is re- 
ported that launches and junks have 
been sent out to drop mines at night or 
in fogs in waters likely to be used by 
the Japanese warships and transports. 

These mines have drifted into the high 
seas and Chinese waters, where they 
constitute the gravest danger to neutral 
shipping. Yesterday the Haimun passed 
two floating within six miles of Wel- 
hai- Wei. 

Even as an act of a desperate garrison, 
this must be in violation of the law of 
nations. The Japanese are doing their 
best. In fact, they have lost three war- 
ships during the past week trying to 
cope with this evil, but though every ex- 
redient has been tried they cannot con- 
trol the loose infernal machines deliber- 
ately floated out into the high seas. 


{ Wei-Hai-Wei, near which port the Hai- 
mun found the Russian mines, is about 100 
miles from Port Arthur, across the Strait 
of Pe-Chi-Li. A dispatch from The Chicago 
Daily News’s boat, the Fawan, says that 
she passed eight floating mines and that a 
Chinese junk picked up thirteen at sea.] 
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Kuroki Harassed by Cossacks. 
As nearly as I can estimate -it, the 


Japanese military situation at the begin- 
ning of this week is as follows: 

Gen. Kuroki is still at Feng-Wang- 
Cheng, where he has found it necessary 
to halt, in the first placé to pull his 
force together for the advance over the 
heavy country lying between him and 
Liao-Yang, and, secondly, to await the 
landing of the Third Army Corps, which 
will advance north toward the same ob- 
jective until able to co-operate with him. 

It would appear that Kuroki has suf- 
fered some annoyance from enterprising 
bands of Cossacks, who fnenace his com- 
munications. To meet their efforts, the 
communications of the troops of the 
First Army Corps have been reinforced 
with reserve battalions from Japan. 

The Russians on Kuroki’s front main- 
tain their observation with groups which 
are in constant touch with the Japanese 
outposts. As was to be feared, there has 
been some heavy weather which renders 
the country in Kuroki’s immediate front 
swampy and difficult. 


! 


Oku’s Advance Stubbornly Resisted. 


The fortunes of Oku’s (Second) army 
corps show some success, but he is meet- 
ing with stubborn resistance in his ad- 
vance. 

A division, it will be remembered, land- 
ed behind the Elliott gréup of islands at 
Pitsewo, seized the railway at Poiandien, — 
and planted themselves as a stop against — 
Russian reinforcements from the north. 

Simultaneously the two remaining di- 
visions landed on the shores of Kerr Bay, 
just north of Liu-Shu-Tun, and imme- 
diately seized the narrow isthmus at. 
Kin-Chau Bay, thus isolating Port Ar-. 
thur and the Kwan-Tung Peninsula.” It 
will be the duty of this corps to reduce 
Port Arthur. 

The untoward events of the past week 
will only stimulate Japan in her efforts” 
to reduce Port Arthur by a coup de main. — 
At present, however, there is every indi- 
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to make strenuous efforts to prevent a 

“too rapid fall of the fortress. 

Guns of Ships on Shore, 

The disabled ships have been disman- 
tled and their guns placed in recently 
constructed shore batteries, a succession 
of which cover the northeastern ap- 
proaches to Kin-Chau ang the ap- 
‘proaches to Dalny, which the Japanese 
have not yet occupied. 

_ Although the ultimate case of Port Ar- 
thur is hopeless, yet if the Russians 
maintain the attitude which their field 
works indicate, Port Arthur will not fall 
without heavy sacrifices, 

As far as it is possible to form an esti- 
mate, 10,000 troops constitute the pres- 
ent garrison of the fortress, besides 
5,000 to 7,000 biuejackets. 

The statements in regard to foodstuffs 
are conflicting, but we know that consid- 
erable food still reaches Pigeon Bay in 
junks from the coast of China. Of coal 
they are short, but their uses for coal 
haye practically vanished. Of ammuni- 
tion they are not short. 

Fortress Garrison Desperate. 

Russian refugees from Dalny who 
reached Chinese ports in junks during 
the last few days report that the Rus- 
sian garrison is desperate and determined 
te earry on the defense of the place by 
every possible means. I shall refer to 
this matter presently. 

In the meantime I must go back to the 
landing of the Third Army Corps. As 
already mentioned, a division from this 
latest mobilization landed last week on 
the west coast of the Liao-Tung Penin- 
sula, twenty to thirty miles south of 
Kai-Chou. 

It was while holding the Miaotao 
- Straits against torpedo attack from Port 
Arthur for the passage of transports of 

this army that the battleship Hatsuse 
met disaster. 

Details of the landing of this force are 
not to hand, except from Russian 
sources, but it is evident that the Rus- 
sians had sufficient warning to destroy 
the railway, which they have completely 
torn up as far as Kai-Chou. 

It is now safe to estimate that the 
forces Japan has placed in Manchuria 
and on the Liao-Tung Peninsula total 
150,000 men. 

It can be said with practical certainty 
that by the end of the current week Gen. 
Oku will be in complete occupation of 
the whole of the Liao-Tung Peninsula, 
with the exception of the Kwan-Tung 
Peninsula proper. The Russian force be- 
tween Foo-Chow and Kai-Chow is not 
worth consideration. 

The Japanese Third Army Corps, as 
soon as complete, may meet some oppo- 
sition at the Tashi-Chao railway junc- 
tion for Niu-Chwang, but according to 
reports which have been received the 
fermer can only be held long enough to 
delay the Japanese advance. At present 
the Russian concentrations by which 
they trust effectually to oppose the Jap- 
anese adyance to Liao-Yang are at Lien- 
Shan. The Japanese occupation of Niu- 
Chwang, therefore, may be expected to 
Yellow immediately the occupation of the 
Junction. The confining of the Russian 
‘force now occupying Kwan-Tung to the 
general perimeter of the defenses of Port 
Arthur presents no difficulties, as the 
‘Russian defenses recently raised on the 
Kin-Chau Isthmus to take six batteries 
of field artillery can be reached in the 
main by nayal fire. 

As can readily be understood, the sud- 
-@en change of land bases has strained to 
the full the fleet in its convoying duties. 
‘With transports to escort, batteries to 
land, and mines in the open sea and 
shallows to destroy, Port Arthur has beeu 
left alone somewhat by the Japanese. 


SAW MANY TRANSPORTS, 


Correspondent Says Japanese Vessels 
Were Not Escorted. 


LONDON, May 23.—The correspondent of 
The Daily Mail at Kobe, Japan, cables the 
folJowing: 

“ Returning from Korea through the Yel- 
low Sea this (last) week I saw Japanese 
transports in every direction. They were 
traveling without escort. Sometimes as 
™many as ten at a time were counted.” 


SKRYDLOFF IN VLADIVOSTOK. 


Enthusijastically Received, He Conveys 
Emperor’s Message to Sailors. 


VLADIVOSTOK, May 22.—Vice Admiral 
Skrydioff arrived here at 4:36 o'clock this 
afternoon. He was met at the Okeanski 
station, thirteen miles outside Vladivostok, 
by Major Gen. Voronetz and deputations of 
the military, naval, and municipal authori- 
ties, as well as by an enthusiastic crowd, 
and bread and salt were given him. 

Entering the town the Admiral drove to 
the pier in an open carriage, escorted by 
Cossacks, and boarded the cruiser Rossia, 
on which a short service was held, 

_ The chaplain sprinkled and blessed the 
Adamiral’s flag before it was run up to the 
‘Masthead, where it was greeted with a

‘‘The Japanese cover their dispositions 
by small advance guards, consisting of as 
much as a regiment of infantry with artil- 
lery and cavalry posted along the high 
roads, and as little as two companies at 
unimportant points.

‘“‘From reports received yesterday I have 
coneluded that the first Japanese army is 
concentrated as follows: Two divisions at 
Feng-Wang-Cheng and its environs, and 
one at Habalin, half way between Siu-Yen 
and Feng-Wang-Cheng. 

“It is stated that Feng-Wang-Cheng is 
being fortified.”

JOHANNESBURG, Transvaal Colony, 
South Africa, May 22.—Persistent rumors 
of unrest among the native tribes have 
been rife for some time. “ Unrest” is 
perhaps too strong a word to use at pres- 
ent. The natives have been talking 4 
good deal and feel themselves dissatis- 
fied, but only in a vague manner, 

It seems likely that if a check is put 
upon the activity of the Ethiopian move- 
ment the natives will eventually settle 
down again. Should Ethiopianism, how- 
ever, produce a leader capable of over- 
coming the mutual jealousies of the vari- 
ous tribes and uniting them in common 
action, the native question will then as- 
sume an acute form and must be left to 
the people of South Africa to settle it 
once for all, 

Ethiopianism is an importation from 
the United States which, under the 
guise of religious teaching, preaches the 
doctrine of Africa for the native races. 
The propaganda has sown and still is 
sowing seeds of discontent among the 
native tribes, and serves to. perpetuate 
the unsettled condition of the natives, 


TO DESTROY ARMENIAN TOWNS, 


Turkey Wants to Prevent Concentration 
of Insurgents in Mountains.

Great Demand for Cheaper Grades, 
Which Have Advanced 50 Per Cent.

TACOMA, Washington, May 22.—The Rus- 
sian-Japanese war is proving a boon to the 
fishing industry, particularly in the cheaper 
grades, or pink salmon. As a result, the 
prospects for the canners appear very 
much brighter for the coming season than 
they did a few weeks ago. There is never 
any dearth in the run of cheaper grades of 
salmon, and if they command good prices 
there is encouragement for the canners to 
pack them. 

It is u fact that but very recently pink 
salmon were quoted at 50 cents a dozen. 
The demand caused by the outbreak of the 
war in the Far East has caused a sharp 
advance, and now buyers are going among 
the canners who are so fortunate as to 
have stores on hand and offering 65 cents. 
The canners are holding out for 75 cents, 
and are confident of getting their price 
within the next sixty days.

LONDON, May 23.—The correspondent 
of The Times in Russia says that the 
mother of one of the Jewish surgeons 
who were sent from Warsaw to the war 
recently received from her son a letter 
which throws a. characteristic light on 
the results of the Russian censorship. 

The letter, which is written in the 
usual official Russian style and bears 
the stamp of the censar, states that the 
writer is in good health, that admirable 
order prevails among the troops, who are 
certain of victory and amply supplied 
with all necessaries, and that thére is so 
little iliness that the army surgeons have 
hardly anything to do.

It is essential that the ultimate settle- 
ment shall not be different from what 
was recognized from the beginning as 
necessary to the security of the Indian 
frontier, but the means adopted to secure 
this settlement must now, by the Tibe- 
tans’ own choice, be other than those for 
a long time offered by the Indian Gov- 
ernment. 


STEALING TELEGRAPH TOLLS. 


Alleged Trick of an Operator Arrested 
in Avon, N. Y.

ROCHESTER, May 22.—The Western 
Union Telegraph Company has employed 
George Raines to prosecute George L. Bor- 
den, its operator at Avon. Borden has been 
arrested on the charge of forgery and is 
out on bail. The Avon office is one of many 
that has been under surveillance, and upon 
the result of the prosecution of Borden 
further arrests depend. 

Borden is accused of receiving a thirty- 
cent message, sending it, signing the name 
of another office, destroying the original 
copy, and pocketing the tolls. This trick 
has cost the Western Union large sums an- 
nualiy, the company alleges, and is prac- 
ticed in various parts of the country. 

It is said that the office Borden is al- 
leged to have signed was not open on the 
night the message was sent, and that this 
fact enabled the company to determine the 
fraud. If convicted Borden may receive 
five years. The company intends to make 
an example of him. 


CUNARD LINE’S REASONS. 


Why It Broke Agreement with Conti- 
nental Lines. 


LONDON, May 23.—Lord Inverclyde has a 
letter in The Times this morning in deply 
to the letter of Herr Ballin published May 
16. In that letter the Director General of 
the Hamburg-American Line said he never 
knew why the Cunard Line retired from 
the agreement entered into between British 
and Continental lines, under which the lat- 
ter renounced the Anglo-Scandinavian emi- 
grant traffic. 

He added that he had exhausted all 
means to conciliate the Cunard Company, 
and that therefore the Hamburg-Ameri- 
ean Line had no alternative but to en- 
deavor to sécure a share of the Anglo- 
Scandinavian traffic. 

In his reply Lord Inverclyde says that 
the Cunard Line withdrew from the agree- 
ment because the German-American com- 
bination hoped to rule and regulate the 
whole passenger traffic frgm Europe. 

He adds that at an interview which he 
had with Herr Ballin the latter wanted 
an entire alteration of the Cunard Line’s 
engagéments with the Hungarian Govern- 
ment, and threatened in the evént of non- 
compliance that the German lines would 
buy British ships and cut rates from Great 
Britain to the United States.

NO CHARGE D’ARPAIRES 
FOR FRANCE AT VATICAN 


Republic Not to be Represented at 
the Papal Court. 


THE NUNCIO STAYS IN PARIS 


Socialists Demand That Rupture Be 
Made Complete—Vatican Hopes 
for Nisard’s Return. 


PARIS, May 23.—The Ministry of the In- 
terior authorizes a denial of the statement 
that M. de Navonne, First Secretary of the 
French Embassy to the Vatican, will act as 
Chargé d@’Affaires at the embassy, stating 
that the Government considers that his se- 
lection would attenuate the importance of 
the action taken in the recall of Ambassa- 
dor Nisard. 

M. Nisard, the recalled French Ambassa- 
dor, is expected to arrive here to-morrow 
morning, when he will confer with Foreign 
Minister Delcassé and go over the details of 
the rupture between France and the Vatican 
preliminary to the meeting of the Council 
of Ministers on Tuesday, when a further 
line of action will be determined upon. 

Contrary to general expectation, Mgr. Lo- 
renzelli, the Papal Nuncio at Paris, will 
not leaye his post. The Nunciature has 
given out the following statement: 

‘* Upto the present the Nuncio has received 
no orders to take his leave, although the 
state of his health might make it desirable. 
As Rome has no taste for replying to proyo- 
eations, but is solely conscious of her 
rights and duties, Mgr. Lorenzelli does not 
regard the eventuality of his leave as 
proximate.” 

The tone of the Socialist papers indicates 
that that powerful element has urged the 
Government to take more extreme meas- 
ures. Deputy Geralt Richard says in the 
Petite Republique that the matter must 
proceed until the Concordat has been ended. 
M. Clemenceau, in L’Aurora, ridicules the 
granting of leave to Ambassador Nisard 
as being wholly inadequate, and says that 
it is a recall which does not recall and a 
rupture which does not rupture. 

The Socialist paper Lanterne complains 
that the Government has not fulfilled the 
promises made to the Parliamentary lead- 
ers that a complete rupture would take 
place, and declares that the leaving of a 
ehargé d'affaires to carry on routine busi- 
ness With the Vatican will not be satis- 
factory. There is nothing to do, it adds, 
but to effect a complete withdrawal of the 
embassy and the embassy steff until not a 
conclerge or cook remains. 

The more moderate elements appear to 
be satisfied with the course of the Gov- 
ernment, while the reactionary Clerical 
papers express regret, with the exception 
on L’Autorite, in which the Bonapartist, 
Paul de Cassagnac, expresses satisfaction 
that the Church declares open war against 
the republic. 

Little is heard directly of the sentiments 
of the clergy, who ‘are practically muzzled 
by their official positions under the con- 
cordat. 

The Rome correspondent ,of the Temps, 
discussing the rupture between France and 
the Vatican, says Vatican official circles 
lay great stress upon the fact that the 
Pope alone directs the policy of the Holy 
See. 

When Cardinals Vannutelli, Gotti, Agli- 
ardi, and Vives y Tuto saw the Pope on 
Thursday and Friday, according to the cor- 
respondent, his Holiness foreshadowed the 
first stage of the conflict—namely, the re- 
call of Ambassador Nisard, but he declared 
so energetically that he was responsible 
to God alone for his actions, and was acting 
thus for the greatest.good of the Church, 
that the Cardinals did not dare to remon- 
strate. 


ROME, May 22.—The Pope said mass this 
morning in the presence of sixty-four Ital- 
ians and foreigners, and gave up the rest 
of the day to the consideration of the dif- 
ficulties with France, reading clippings 
from the newspapers on the subject.

Phe question of how L’Humanité of Paris 
became possessed of the note of protest 
addressed to the other powers, which va- 
ried from that sent to the French Govern- 
ment, is daily becoming more interesting.

Owing to the large rush of orders the of- 
ficials of the plant requested the employes 
to report for duty to-day. About thirty 
complied with the request. 

This morning the residents of Findlay 
were startled by two explosions that shat- 
tered windows throughout the city. The 
concussion was felt for miles. Two maga- 
zines, in separate rooms at the novelty 
works, exploded simultaneously with ter- 
rible reports. 

The exact cause of the explosion is not 
definitely known. It is surmised that one 
of the Sherwood brothers, who were the 
oniy persons m the drying rooms, dropped « 
large box of torpedoes, but this theory can- 
not be confirmed. 

The explosion occurred shortly before the 
employes assembled for duty. At least 
twenty persons were on their way to the 
factory when the explosion occurrea. 

Human forms were strewn considerabie 
distances apart on the factory site. The 
remains of the Sherwood brothers were 
found in Drying Room No. 1, mangled, and 
almost unrecognizable. Their clothing was 
blown from their bodies. 

The body of Edith Dillon was picked up 
200. yards from where the explosion oc- 
curred. 

The news ef the catastrophe spread like 
wildfire throughout the county. Every 


train and interurban car that hs arrived 
in the city for @ past tem hours was 
crowded. The large plant is shattered into 


fragments, not a wall remaining. Bricks 
and timber can be found for a half mile 
around, 

The dead, who were instantly killed, in- 
clude the Sherwood brothers, Jay, twenty- 
four years old, and Joseph, twenty-one; 
Edith Dillon, seventeen; Dean Shaw, eight- 
een; Mary Snyder, twenty-two: Estella 
Decker, fifteen, and Frank Grant, twenty- 
one.

FUNSTON SWAM THE BAG-BAG. 


Authoritative Settlement of a Great His- 
torical Question. 


PORTLAND, Oregon, May 22.—Because of 
the revival of the controversy over the 
question whether it was Gen, Funston or 
some private soldiers who swam a river in 
the Philippines, Gen. Funston to-day gave 
out the following statement: 

“A body of 4,000 or more Filipinos who 
were,on the far side of the Rio Grande had 
been harassing the American forces. On 
April 26, 1899, Gen. Funston, accompanied 
by a skirmishing party, swam the Bag-Bag, 
a small stream about 100 feet wide, which 
is a tributary to the Rio Grande. 

“This act has been confused with and 
magnified into the swimming “<. the Rio 
Grande the following day, April 26, by two 
soldiers from the Kansas regime! ~ which 
preceded the routing of the 4,000 Filipinos 
by, 45 American soldiers. 

‘These soldiers carried a line with them, 
with which they drew across a heavier one. 
To the latter a raft was fastened and 
drawn across. When forty-five soldiers 
and Gen, Funston had been ferried over, 
the detachment routed the Filipinos.

Not Enough Power to Get Sunday 
Crowds Up Amsterdam Avenue Hill. 


Cars of the Third and the Sixth Avenue 
lines found great difficulty in going up the 
hill on Amsterdam Avenue from One Huh- 
dred and Twenty-fifth to One Hundred and 
Thirty-eighth Street. between 3 and 4 
o’clock yesterday afternoon. There were 
60 many cars that they were only a few 
feet Apart, and there was not enough power 
to cary them up hill.

COMMITTEE'S MAJORITY 
PLEDGED TO M’CARREN 


Senator Puts Members of the Ex- 
ecutive Body on Recurd for Him. 


TURN DOWN FOR BRENNAN 


. 


Deputy Commissioner |s Deposed by 
District Committeemen, but He 
Will Contest Their Action. 


That Senator McCarren still holds a firm 
grip on the leadership of the Kings County 
Democratic organization, despite the, com- 
bined efforts of Charles F. Murphy and 
Willoughby Street to depose him, was dem- 
Onstrated last night to the complete satis- 
faction of his friends, when fifteen of the 
Executive Committeemen,. gathered to- 
gether at his call, unqualifiedly pledged 
him their support to the end in the fight. 

This absolute promise of support to the 
Senator from two-thirds of the Assembly 
district leaders in the county, following 
upon the reports that Mr. McCarren’s pow- 
er and influence in the organization were 
being rapidly undermined in all directions, 
astonished local politicians generally and 
was disconcerting, at least to the opponents 
of the tall statesman from Williamsburg. 
Senator McCarren declared that he had 
absolute faith in the sincerity of every one 
of the men who pledged him his aid in the 
fight, and that he felt more confident than 
ever of winning out fn the stfuggle. 

“I firmly believe that these men will 
stand by me to the end,” he said, ‘‘ and 
the independence of the Brooklyn ogganr- 
ization seems to me to be assured.” 

The opponents of Mr. McCarren, who were 
nursing the idea that his influence in the 
district organizations was rapidly weaken- 
ing, had something to think over earlier 
in the day, when Deputy Commissioner 
William Brennan, who broke with the Sena- 
tor a few days ago and went over to Tam- 
many, was deposed as Executive Commit- 
teeman by a majority of the members of 
the County Committee from the Thirteenth 
District. 

The friends of Mr. McCarren pointed to 
this as a warning of coming trouble for 
other Executive Committeemen who have 
gone over to the opposition, or who may 
#Q Over in the near future. 

Followers of Mr. Brennan asserted last 
night that the action of the committeemen 
who opposed him as executive member and 
chose a McCarren man in his place would 
be contested as to its regularity. It was 
taken, however, as meaning that Brennan 
had lost control of his own district. 

The conference last night was called by 
Senator McCarren on Saturday when he 
realized that the situation was getting crit- 
ical, and that it was necessary for him [to 
know just where he stood with the leaders 
whom he assumed to be friendly to rim. 
He invited fourteen men to confer with 
him, and all appeared either in person or 
representatives authorized to act for 
them. Each of the leaders knew the nat- 
ure of the business to be discussed and 
came prepared. 

The Doyle-Willoughby Street followers 
hac the result of the conference commu- 
nicated to them immediately after ihe 
close of the meeting, but while unmis- 


takably concerned over the outcome, were 
disinclined to discuss it. 

The meeting

leaders to appear was Deputy Water Regis- 
ter William R. McGuire, leader of the Sixth 
District, who has. been claimed by both 
Willoughby Street and the McCarrenites. 
He immediate'y followed Senator McCar- 
ren, who had come from Manhattan, “The 
next of the leaders was Charles W. Abrams,

(‘onrad Hasenflug, leader of the Nineteenth 
District, who lost his job as Deputy Dock 
Commissioner because of his loyalty to Mc- 
Carren; ex-Sheriff William E. Melody, 
leader of the Fifth District; Magistrate 
Edward J. Dooley, representing ex-Deputy 
Police Commissioner Henry Haggerty of 
the Tenth District; Deputy Public Works 
Commissioner James 8S. Regan of the Six- 
teenth District, Sheriff Henry Hesterberg 
of the Eighteenth District, Deputy County 
Clerk Denis Winters/of the Twentieth Dis- 
trict, James Kane of the Third District, 
Deputy Tax Commissioner James B. Bouck 
of the Fourth District, sey Register 
Patrick H. Quinn of the First Assembly 
District, Under Sheriff John Morrissey 
Gray. leader of the Eighth District, and 
James P. Sinnott of the Twenty-first Dis- 
trict. 

Ex-Deputy Water Commissioner Thomas 
F. Byrnes, Magistrate E. Gaston Higgin- 
botham, and ex-District Attorney James W.

The session lasted about an hour, and 
when it ended Senator McCarren appeared 
with his usually imperturbable face 
wreathed in smiles. It was evident that he 
was more than gratified with the success 
attending his meeting.

“ Resolved, That we, the Executive Com- 
mitteemen here present, do express our ab- 
solute confidence in the leadership of Sena- 
tor McCarren, and promise him our united 
support to the end.” 

‘Now, gentlemen,”’ he added, “it was 
agreed that we would not divulge any of 
the debate, but I can tell you that the 
vote was unanimous. The resolution was 
offered by ex-Commissioner James Kane 
and a roll call asked for. Every man pres- 
ent answered his name.” 

“Who were the absentees?” the Senator 
was asked. 

“Only those not invited,’’ 
with a smile. - 

It was said that several of the men who 
were at the conference were slated to lose 
their places under the city government, as 
@id Hasenflug and Byrnes. Among these 
was Deputy Tax Commissioner Bouck. 

't was openly stated that Conrad Hasen- 
flug had been offered a place in the Con- 
trojler’s office and had refused it, taking 
instead three minor places for men in his 
own district. 

While Senator McCarren declared that 
the members of the General Committee 
were empowered by the by-laws of the or- 
gunization to depose an executive member, 
as had been done in the case of Commis- 
sioner Brennan, there was some division 
of sentiment on the subject. A member 
of the law committee, who is entirely tn 
sympathy with the Senator, declared that 
this was not so. and that the action of 
the General Committee members did. not 
in fact depose Brennan, and only nom- 
inated Abrams to oppose him at the Aug- 
ust primaries. He declared that Brennan 
will still executive member from the dis- 
trict, even though he had been deposed 
from his leadership. 

It is certain, at any rate, that Commis- 
sioner Brennan will fight his deposition.

Bowles Here to Investigate 
Damages to Battleship. 


Admiral Bowles, accompanied by Capt. 
Cc. J. Train and L. C. Logan, arrived jn 
this city yesterday, their purpose being to 
examine the injuries to the battleship Mis- 
souri.

TRANSPORT KILPATRICK HERE. 


American Soidier Who Fought for Fill- 
pinos a Prisoner. 


The United States Army transport Kil- 
patrick, with soldiers and civilians, and 
carrying in her hold the bodies of sixty- 
four soldiers, arrived yesterday, after a 
fifty-seven days’ trip from Manila, and 
docked at the Government pier on‘the East 
River. 

Hayjing fought his comrades while he was 
in the Philippine army H. R. Richter, for- 
merly a private in Battery C, Sixth Ar- 
lillery, and more recently a Lieutenant 
Colonel in the insurgent ranks, arrived a 
prisoner on the transport. Richter, who 
comes from Baltimore, is 26 years of age, 
and comes here to serve the remainder of 
his sentence. After his capture he re- 
ceived a sentence of ninety-nine years, but 
that was cut down owing to the pleading of 
his mother, to two years and a half. 

Richter claims that he was forced to ac- 
cept his Filipino commission under pain 
of death. ‘I was on guard in the Fer- 
nando district on the night of Sept. 24, 
1899,’’ he said last night on the transport. 
“It was a dark night, and suddenly, as I 
walked past Iny post, I was struck in the 
head. The next thing I knew was when I 
came to somewhere out in the jungle. I 
was told that I would be chopped to pieces 
unless I accepted a commission in the 
Filipino army, so I accepted, but with the 
proviso that I would not be made to serve 
against my countrymen.” 


The ex-Lieutenant Colonel also told the, 


story of his recapture. ‘“‘I was at Cati- 
span,” he said. “It was a hot day, and I 
was at the rear in a bamboo hut with my 
two muchachos, or servants. I had just 
taken my bath, and was reclining on a 
coach getting ready to shave with the blade 
of a pocketknife that I had fixed up. Sud- 
denly my servants ran in, shouting, ‘ Amer- 
icanos! Americanos!’ I ran out, 

“I got excited and ran away, and jumped 
over a small creek and caught the pro- 
jecting branch of a tree eight feet from 
the ground. All this time I was being fired 
at, ‘but was not struck. After a time I 
managed to draw myself up to a ledge, and 
there I lay in the tall grass, exhausted. 
Later I began to crawl away like a snake. I 
got but a little distance when I was cap- 
tured. Before I was ordered to Batangas 
t» be tried Major William Pitcher of the 
Eighth Infantry gave me the water cure.’’ 

John Hogan, another soldier, was brought 
in under guard tofstand trial for desertion. 
Hogan is a good barber, and he married a 
Japanese woman of education and some 
means. He was the troop barber at Jolo 
and soon began to make money. He was 
devoted to his wife and soon bought the 
best house in the town at a cost of $2,000, 


and horses and a carriages. The troop was 
ordered to San Francisco and Hogan had to 
go with it without his wife. 

He couldn’t be transferred here, either, so 
he sailed back, an unlisted passenger. 

“IT never intended to desert,’’ he said. 
“IT wanted to get back so that I could dis. 
pose of my property and not leave my wife 
unprotected. As soon as I get out-of this 
I am going back to my wife.’’ 

The Kilpatrick met with fair weather dur- 
ing most of the trip. She brought ninety- 
eight cabin passengers, ninety-three em- 
ployes, discharged soldiers, and enlisted 
men. The bodies of the soldiers will be 
removed from the ship to-day. The un- 
claimed bodies will be buried in the Na- 
tional Cemetery at Arlington. 


SUICIDE HAD LOST ON STEEL. 


Cc. E. Lyon, Son of the Newark Brewer, 
Kills Himself.

NEWARK, May 22.—Charles E. Lyon, 
forty-six years old, the son of D. M. Lyon, 
the founder of the Lyon & Sons’ Brewing 
Company, committed suicide at his home, 
1,151 Broad Street, to-day by shooting him- 
self in the head. His act is said to be due 
to financial losses in steel speculation. 

Mr.. Lyon had been acting strangely for 
some time, and his condition caused his 
family and friénds much apprehension. A 
constant vatch was kept on him by his 
wife, to whom he had threatened suicide. 

Mr. Lyon appeared more cheerful than 
usual this morning. After eating a hearty 
breakfast he went to his apartments, and, 
locking the door, shot himself. He died 
almost instantly. 


NO CLUE TO MRS. JONES. 


European Ports Now Being Watched for 
Missing Woman. 


The whereabouts of Mrs. Herman Leroy 
Jones, whose disappearance from the Morris 
Park race track a week ago caused a sensa- 
tion, remains as much a mystery as ever. 
Robert L. Cutting, attorney and friend of 
Kher husband, said late last night that the 
day had brought forth no further clue, 
but that’ information had been received 
which had made them abandon their belief 
that Mrs. Jones possibly might be in St. 
Louis. 

The St. Louis clue grew out of a tele- 
gram addressed to Mr. Jones and signed 
‘“*“McGovern,” requesting the transfer of 
$1,000 and an automobile. Frank E. Mc- 
Govern, an electrical contractor, of 17 
Battery Place, and a friend of Mr. and 
Mrs. Jones and of Mr. Cutting, returned 
from St. Louis yesterday after a few days’ 
stay in the Exposition City. On his return 
he called on Mr. Cutting and made a state- 


ment in which he explained that the mes- 
sage had been sent as a joke by one of his 
friends, who by this time felt deeply sorry 
for what he had done. 

Mr. Cutting said he did not take serious- 
ly the information brought to him yesteér- 
day to the effect that Mrs. Jones was. in 
hiding in Bridgeport. James Leonard, who 
is employed as a night watchman at the 
Narragansett Stables in East Sixty-fourth 
Street, told Mr. Cutting that story. Leon- 
ard said yesterday that he had his informa- 
tion from a friend of his, who was em- 
ployed as a cabman in Bridgeport, and 
who, when he formerly plied his trade in 
this city, frequently had driven Mrs. Jones 
and knew her well. 

A letter, it was learned yesterday, has 
been found in Mrs. Jones’s desk, in which 
she wrote a friend that she was going to 
Europe. The letter, which was written a 
week before her disappearance, had not 
been mailed. Mr. Cutting said cable dis- 
patches had been sent to European ports 
and arrangements made to have all trans- 
atlahtic steamships which have sailed dur- 
ing the week met on their arrival. 


CROWD CHEERS BOY’S RESCUE. 


Ferryboat Passengers See Youngster 
Save Comrade from Drowning. 


Seven-year-old Albert Trimble of 626 Sec- 
ond Avehue was rescued from drowning 
underneath the pier at the foot of. East 
Thirty-third Street yesterday afternoon by 
the quick and. courageous action of his 
fourteen-year-old playmate, James 4A. 
Courtney, of 245 East Thirty-fourth Street, 
Courtney jumped into the river, after Al- 
bert had fallen off the pier, and held him 
up until others pulled both up to safety. 

The rescue was performed before an 
anxious and applauding crowd of passen- 
gers on the Long Island Railroad ferryboat, 
Manhattan Beach, which was entering her 
slip at Thirty-fourth Street. - 

Young Trimble was sitting on the string 
piece dangling his bare legs over the edge 
when he lost his balance and fell in. The 
swell from the wake of the ferryboat 
threw him underneath the pier. Courtney 
heard his cries, and, stripping off his coat, 
jumped in after his little comrade. Pind- 


ing him about to sink in the maze of piles 
underneath the awa Courtney swam to the 
lad and back with him to-.a ladder on the 
outside, where he held the half-drowned 
lad with one hand and clung to the ladder 
with the other.

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ENGINE LEAVES TRACKS, 
SMASHING CARS’ SIDES 


Accident on the New Haven Road 
at Brook Avenue. 


ENGINEER AND FIREMAN HURT 


Passengers in a Panic—Locomotive, 
Pushing Coaches, Is Derailed at 
Switch, and Forges Ahead. 


The lives of mote than a hundred pas- 
sengers on a suburban train of the New 
Work, New Haven and Hartford were im- 
perilled in a peculiar accident that oc- 
curred at One Hundred and Thirty-first 
Street and Brook Avenue yesterday after- 
noon. The train consisted of five pas- 
senger coaches, which were being pushed 
by engine No. 224, in charge of Engineer 
James Bynes. It was proceeding at good 
speed when thé engine left the track and 
bumped along beside the cars, ripping their 
sides to pieces. : 

Bynes, the engineer, and James Stadley, 
the fireman, both were painfully though 
not-seriously hurt, their injuries being due 
to the jurhp they were compelled to make 
in order to save their lives. That none of 
the passengers was injured beyond a few 
scratches is considered remarkable. When 
it came to a stop the engine was almost a 
wreck, so far as appearances went. 

News that a serious accident had or- 
curred spread throughout the neighborhood, 
and soon a.crowd of several thousand per- 
sons were on the scene. The reserves from 
the East One Hundred and Thirty-eighth 
Street Station had to be called out to pre- 
serve order. Bynes, the injured engineer, 
was taken to the Lincoln Hospital. 

The train was making twenty-five miles 
an hour at the time of the accident. At 
Brook Avenue and One Hundred and Thir- 
ty-first Street there is a switch, which all 
five cars jook, but for some unexplained 
cause the engine, jumping the track, made 
its wild plunge alongside the coaches. The 
sight of a runaway engine jumping along- 
side the cars, ripping and tearing away 
their sides as if they were so much paste- 
board, caused the panic in the cars. When 
they came to a stop after they had gone 
probably 200 feet, the passengers alighted 
in a hurry. 

The smashed-up train runs between the 
Bronx and New. Rochelle, and was due at 
the One Hundred and Twenty-ninth Street 
station at 5:38 o’clock. It was within three 
minutes of the terminal when the accident 
happened. Many of those on board had 
been fishing, and after the crash their 
spoils were scattered along the track. ., 
At the station, awaiting the train, were 
about 300 persons, and when they learned 
that the tram had come to grief three 
biocks to the north there was great excite- 
ment. In their hurry to get to where the 
accident happened they were about as eager 
as were the passengers who had been on 
the train to get off. When they got there 
the passengers weré all gone. 

No explanation of what caused the en- 
gine to leave the track was given out hy 
the railroad officials. It is said that the 
switch moved falsely in some way, bet 
what caused it to make such a move is a 
mystery. That the passenger coaches aid 
not proceed at a great speed after beirg 
loosed from the engine is explained by the 
fact that they were almost brought ‘o a 
stop by the strain occasioned by the break- 
ing of the coupling. 

When the locomotive came to a stop it 
Was across the local track at right angles. 
Three damaged coaches were also derailed. 
Traffic on the road was blocked until near- 
ly midnight, when the last of the three cars 
and the engine were removed. Sonor the 
the accident some of the employes of the 
railroad said’that a stone had lodged in the 
switch, and was the cause of the smashup. 
It was not explained by what mheafis the 
five passenger cars successfully assed 
over the switch and why the engine did not.

They assembled at the plaza, and, singing 
as they went, marched to the spot in the 
park where stand the busts of Beethoven 
and Mozart, won by the United German 
Singers of Brooklyn at national singing 
festivals. There several songs of thc lath- 
erland were sung. 

Leaving the Park, the members of the 
society boarded special trolley cars at the 
Park Circle and were taken to Kirchuber’s 
liotel, at Avenue L and Ocean Parkway, 
where they sat_-down to dinner, the after- 
noon being spent in singing.

With clear 
skies overhead, gentle breezes, and a tem- 
perature more suggestive of July than May, 
the amusement places were all thronged 
with people bent on seeing the new won- 
ders of the island. Just how big the crowd 
Was nobody but the police dared to say. 

The’ police estimated that nearly 150,000 
persons went to Coney Island yesterday by 
the Iron steamboats and by way of the 
Brooklyn Bridge. 

The police report that the crowds at the 
bridge were so large that in the space of 
an hour and a half, during the busiest time, 
they had to close the gates at the Fifth 
Avenue, Brighton Beach, Bay Ridge and 
Coney Island platform eleven times to keep 
those in the crowds from being injured. 

During the entire day, the police say, 
there were not nearly a sufficient number 
of employes to regulate traffic. 

The result was that this duty and the 
directing of the excursionists was left moSst- 
ly to the police. The latter also say that 
dozens of confused travelers bought tickets 
three or four times before they got on the 
right track, and that there were many 
complaints, 

Capt. Murtha of the Bridge Squad said 
that more persons crossed the bridge to 
go to Coney Island yesterday than on any 
day since the bridge was built. 

Capt. George W. Wood, the Superintend- 
ent of the Iron Steamboat Company, said 
last night that the boats of the company 
carried over ten thousand persons down to 
Coney. . 

Lawlessness of thé sort for which Coney 
Island in the past was notorious was ab- 
sent. Up to a late hour last night not a 
single excise arrest had been made, the 
chiet offenders in the eyes of the law being 
overzealous street peddlers who had ig- 
nored the formality of securing a license 
before they began business. Nineteen of 
these were arrested between 2:30 and 5 
o'clock. Two or three motor cyclists who 
had left their cyclometers at home were 
also gathered in by the police for exceed- 
ing the speed limit. 

Those who journeyed to the island in the 
expectation of witnessing the first Amer- 
ican performance of Bostock’s whirlwind 
eyclist in his “human fly” act over a 
den of untamed lions in Dreamland were 
disappointed. The lions, eight of them, 
were there, and they appeared much out 
of sorts over the failure of the manage- 

ment to give them a “turn,” so to speak, 
but the workmen found the task of com- 
pleting the dish-shaped track, around which 
the cyclist will spin ten feet from the 
lions’ jaws, greater than they had antici- 
pated. It was announced that the first 
performance would be deferred until 11 
o'clock this forenoon, 

The sides of the track have been banked 
at an angle of seventy-nine degrees, and it 
is to be known by the lugubrious name of 
“The Circle of Death.” In order to main- 
tain his equilibrium the cyclist will be 
forced to ride with his body practically par- 
allel with the floor. While in this position 
he will proceed to remove the handle bar 
from his machine and strip off his gar- 
ments to the waist line. 

This scene has been enacted repeatedly 
in Paris. The young man who will take 
his chances in reproducing it to-day says 
he has no fear of his own ability, but is 
somewhat apprehensive that something 
may go wrong with his wheel. “I have 
done the trick a hundred times on the other 
side,’’ he said, ‘‘ without accident, and hope 
that my good luck may continue.” 

In Luna Park the latest attraction was 
the ‘‘War Is Hell” scene. Preparations 
for this have been going on actively during 
the last few weeks, and yesterday it was 
ready. It consists of a naval “ specta- 
terium,”’ wherein naval battle scenes witn 
which Americans are familiar are repro- 
duced. The ships shown gre from thirty 
to thirty-five feet long and are all fully 
manned.

CHINATOWN HAS FIRE PANIC. 


Ten-Dollar Blaze in Pell Street Causes 


Much Excitement. 


A ten-dollar fire in Chinatown last night 
raised more excitement in that part of New 
York than it has seen in months. 

Kwong Son lives in the fifth floor of 22 
Pell Street, which is six stories high. His 
chimney began tv smoke badly, and some 
Chinamen in the street saw it and yelled 
sométhing in Chinese which would be 
“Fire”? in English. uhen all Chinatown 
was aroused in an instant. Mott, Doyers, 
and Pell Streets and their restaurants, 
gambling houses, opium dens, and stores 
were jammed, and all fled to the front of 22

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NEW REPUBLIGAN PERIL 
IN WISCONSIN FIGH 


Split of Factions Endangers Seats 
in Congress. 


RIVAL TICKETS TO BE NAMED 


Sakcock, Minor, and Otjen Threatened 
by La Follette Men, and Cooper 
by Stalwarts. 


Special io The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, May 22.—The effect of 
the split in the Republican Party in Wis- 
consin on the election of members of the 
next House of Representatives is arousing 
apprehension. There is fear that in the 
sharp combat between the two factions 
several seats may be lost by the Repub- 
licans. 

Gov. La Follette will not give up the fight 
in the Third District against Representa- 
tive Babcock, who was able to secure 4 re- 

“nomination oniy by the hardest kind of 
work. In the preliminary conventions to 
Choose delegates to the State Convention 
which met last week, the La Follette men 
carried six of the eight counties in Bab- 
cock’s district, geptting 74 of the 103 dele- 
gates. 

Thus within six weeks the district went 
for Babcock, and then against him, The 
circumstance shows that Mr. Babcock can 
rest’ assured that he will have the fight 
of his life before him this Summer if the 
hari-kari promised by the split goes on. 

Babcock was elected to the Fifty-eighth 
Congress with a clear majority over the 
Democratic and the Prohibition candidates 
of 6,894. With a La Follette candidate for 
Congress in the field, this majority would 
not save him from defeat. 

Another district which the La Follette 
men may try to throw to the Democrats 
is the Ninth, represented by Edward 8. 
Minor, to whom great credit is given for 
his share in the fight against the ship sub- 
sidy scheme. Minor was one of the bolters 
from the convention last week. 

He is popular throughout his district, but 
four years ago, on account of unsatisfac- 
tory appointments, had a hard struggle 
for a renomination. His district went 64 to 
20 against La Follette, but the “‘ regulars,” 
as the La Follette men are called, are talk- 
ing of nominating a candidate there against 
Minor, and he will be lucky if the expected 
does not happen. 

In the first District there is on the other 
hand a feeling among the Spooner men 
that Representative Cooper should be dis- 
ciplined for siding with ‘La Follette and 
sending delegates to the State Convention 
who were opopsed to the Stalwarts. The 
latter carried the district with 64 delegates 
to 47, but Cooper's strong counties were 


lid for La Follette. : 
“rt is many years since the W estern end 


of the district has had a candidate for Con- 
gress. There are several strong men there 
who want to come to Washington the first 
chance they get, and this may be the only 


hance. 
“Cooper is a successful legislator. To him 
is due the Home Rule act for the Philip- 
pines which was passed in the last Con- 
gress. He has always shown a liberal spirit 
toward the dependencies, and his firmness 
and skill have been employed in_ thwart- 
ing the colonial legislation intended for the 
benefit of the land and mining schemers. 
The La Follette wing of the party in Wis- 
consin carried five of the Congressional 
districts in the struggle for the State Con- 
vention, and the Stalwarts six districts, 
including the Sixth, which is Democratic. 
In three of these districts it is understood 
that the Representatives are friendly to La 
Follette, and will not be disturbed if the 
Stalwarts do not carry their warfare to the 


extreme limit. 
It is possible that the La Follette leaders 


will extend their fight to cover the case of 
Otjen, in the Fourth District, who opposed 


them. 


WISCONSIN ALARMS KEIFER. 


Roosevelt May Lose the State, the ex- 
Speaker Says. 


J. Warren Keifer of Ohio, ex-Speaker of 
the House of Representatives, arrived at 
the Fifth Avenue Hotel last night. He was 
nominated for Congress a few weeks ago 
in the Seventh Ohio District. 

In speaking of the political outlook Gen. 
Keifer said: ” 

“In Wisconsin I cannot deny that the 
situation is alarming. The feeling is likely 
to become very bitter. It may result in 
the loss of the Republican Electors. In 
Ohio we have terrific fights, it is true, but 
after they’re over we go to the polls and 
vote the straight ticket.” 


HEARST BEATEN IN OHIO. 


Conservatives and Johnsonites to Freeze 
Him Out in Convention. 


COLUMBUS, Ohio, May 22.—The Demo- 
cratic State Convention will be held here 
next Tuesday and Wednesday. All who are 
opposed to Hearst are classed as conserva- 
tives and as they have a majority of the 
uncontested delegates, they will no doubt 
decide the contests against Hearst con- 
testants and control the convention. 

The conservatives are, however, divided 
in their Presidential preferences between 
Col. James Kilbourne of Columbus, Judge 
Judson Harmon of Cincinnati, and Joseph 
W. Folk of Missouri. Mayor Tom L. John- 
son of Cleveland is heading the boom in 
Ohio for Folk. : 

There is now no doubt that the conserva- 
tives will name the delegates and the State 
ticket as well as dictate the resolutions. 
No instructions for any candidate are ex- 


pected, but either Kilbourne or Harmon 
will be indorsed as ‘‘the Ohio favorite,”’ 
and the delegates will be instructed “to 
vote as a unit whenever a majority of the 
delegation so elects.”’ 

It is claimed by the conservatives that 
under such a modified unit rule Hearst 
would not get a vote from Ohio, although 
his adherents have carried several dis- 
tricts. While no attempt will be made to 
instruct for Judge Parker, or even to com- 
mend him, it is believed that he is the sec- 
ond choice of both the Kilbourne and the 
Harmon men, who expect to control] the 
convention. 

Mayor Johnson is expected to co-operate 
with the conservatives in organizing the 
convention. There are contesting delega- 
tions from Cleveland, and the conservatives 
in turn will seat the Johnson delegation. 


SHOALS FAR DOWN IN IOWA. 


Shaw Saw No Ripples as Republican 
Convention Crossed Them.

TOM JOHNSON TALKS OF FOLK. 


Cleveland’s Mayor Says Missourian 
Would Suit All Factions. 


CLEVELAND, May 22.—Mayor Tom L.’ 
Johnson, in an interview to-night, told why 
he would like to see Joseph W. Folk of Mis- 
souri the Democratic nominee for the Presi- 
dency. Mr. Johnson said that Mr. Folk 
would be a harmony candidate. He would 
unite the factions that now adhere to 
either the Parker or Hearst interests. 

Folk was a free man as regards fac- 


tionalism. He would be agreeable .o Mr. 
Hill: and Mr. Cleveland and would be in- 
soenod by Mr. Bryan, Mayor Johnson be- 
eved. 

The Mayor said that there were other 
men who more nearly represented his ideas 
and stood fcr what he did, but these men 
would be sure to meet with opposition from 
factional interests in the party and would 
be weak as candidates. Mayor Johnson said 
he did not believe Mr. Folk was seeking 
the Presidential nomination; that he was 
as good as elected Governor of Missouri, 
but no man had ever turned aside the 
nomination to the Presidency and declined 
to be the leader of a great party. 


OUR MONEY ON THE ISTHMUS. 


Likely to be Principal Medium, but 


Panama Will Coin Her Own. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, May 22.—It has been 
said that Panama will adopt the money of 
the United States, and will not coin money 
of its own. This, according to latest in- 
formation, is incorrect. 

The Panama Legislature has already pro- 
vided for the coinage of subsidiary cur- 
rency to the amount of about $1,500,000. 
The only money current on the Isthmus 
now is Colombian silver. This will be 
melted down and recoined as fast as the 
work can be done, when arrangements have 
once been completed. 

Our paper money is now circulating there 
to a limited extent, and it seems likely that 
when the United States once begins work 
on a large scale on the canal the volume 
of money paid out for wages will become 
the principal money of the Isthmus. 

The Panama coinage will be on the gold 
basis, but there will be a coin to accommo- 
date the general use of silver correspond- 


ing to the “.conants,” coined for use in the 
Philippines. This silver coin will be called 
a dollar, and.two of them will pass for 
our gold dollar. 

The Isthmians are accustomed to our 
money and like it. Even the Indians back 
in the remote mountain ‘and forest regions 
will take the ordinary United States silver 
dollar certificate and are glad to get it. 


EIGHT-HOUR LAW ON PANAMA. 


Labor Thinks the Statute Should Cover 
Canal Work. 


Special to The New York Times. 
WASHINGTON, May 22.—One of the 
questions with which the Panama Canal 
Commission will have to deal is whether the 
e'ght-hour law applies to the construction 
of the Panama Canal. The application of

CALL DREAMLAND “UNFAIR.” 


Musicians’ Strike Ordered—Union Men 
Scoff at McCarren’s Letter. 


A ietter from Senator Patrick H. Mc- 
Carren, replying to the statements that he 
was interested in Dreamland at Coney Isl- 
and, was read at the meeting of the Central 
Federated Union yesterday. It had been 
asserted it was being constructed by non- 
union men. Senator McCarren denied that 


he was interested in the park and said that 
as far as he was concerned personally he 
was In sympathy with organized labor. 

There was some sarcastic laughter at this. 

A motion was made to declare Dreamland 
unfair, but Eugene A. Johnson, delegate of 
the Musical Mutual Protective Union, asked 
that the matter should be deferred for one 
week in order to give the musicians a 
chance of using their influence with the 
promoters of the park. He said that his 
organization was incorporated and under 
an agreement to supply men. If it broke 
the agreement it could therefore be held 
responsible in the courts. 

Two or thrée other delegates advocated 
waiting for a week to see what could be 
done, but they were overruled and a mo- 
tion declaring the park unfair was carried. 
Later word was received that thd American 
Federation of Musicians had ordered the 
men at Dreamland Park to strike. 


UNION GOLDBEATERS PROTEST. 


They Want No Non-Union Imported Gold 
Leaf Used Here. 


At the meeting of the Central Federated 
Union yesterday James McCabe, who pre- 
sided, got out of the chair to make a state- 
ment on behalf of the Gold Beaters’ Union, 
of which he is a member. He said that 
last year the contract was. about to be 
given in Washington to a non-union firm 
in this city which imported gold leaf, but 
it was stopped through a protest being sent 
by the unions. 

This year a non-union firm in this city 
which imported gold leaf, he said, was the 
lowest bidder for the contract for Gov- 
ernment work for the next year. The bid 
was for $6.50 per pack, which was exactly 
the wages paid to the union workers. 

McCabe said that if. the firm, which is 
one of the largest penporters of gold leaf 
in this city, obtained this contract it would 
mean that the Government would be using 
imported gold leaf while hundreds of Amer- 
ican goldbeaters will be unemployed. 

It was decided to send a protest to the 
Government printer against awarding the 
contract to an importing firm. 


$200,000 ORMONDE DEAD. 


Greatest Horse of His Day Dies at a 
Breeding Farm in Califorhia. 


The death of Ormonde, winner of the 
English Derby in 1886, is reported from 
California, where he was in the stud. Or- 
monde, by Bend Or-Lily Agnes, was 
termed the “ horse of the century,” but be- 
cause he was a ‘‘roarer” he was sold out 
of England fer $100,000 and sent to Buenos 
Ayres. W. O. B. McDonough of California 


sent to South America and purchased the 
horse for $150,000, and after expending in 
all about $200,000 to land Ormonde in the 
United States, placed him at the head of 
his breeding farm, Menlo Park, in Cali- 
fornia. Ormonde is the sire of a@ number 
ef winners in this country, but was not a 
ronounced success as a stallion and never 
justified the big price paid for him,

MELLEN TELLS UNION 
TO BETTER MEMBERSHIP 


President of New Haven Road 
Gives Firemen Advice. 


SAYS DON’T HUNT GRIEVANCES 


There’s No Frost on the Knob of His 
Office Door for Employes Who 
Come to Him. 


NEW HAVEN, Conn., May 22.—A testi- 
monial dinner was given by the local lodge 
of the Brotherhood of Locomotive Firemen 
of the New York, New Haven and Hartford 
Railroad for Andrew P. Kelly, Chairman of 
their Grievance Committee, to-day. 

After First Vice President P. R. Todd 
and John M. Hall, general counsel for the 
company and formerly its President, had 
spoken, C. 8. Mellen, President of the road, 
made a brief address, in which he said: 

“I am in favor of organizations like this 
provided they are conservatively managed. 
The Firemen’s Brotherhood was the first 
and is one of the best unions in this coun- 
try. But is not a mistake made when your 
organization tries to merely incfease its 
numbers? And is not an error committed 
when you_focus your thought and energy 
on bringing in grievances, and in seeking 
wage increases merely? 

“Let me suggest that your effort should 
be the more directed to improve the per- 
sonnel and character of your membership, 
so that when a member of your brother- 
hood comes before the company’s offictals 
the stamp of his membérship in your order 
is a certificate of his ability and chara¢ter. 

‘“* Let me also assure you that there is no 
frost on the doorknob of my office door for 
any man that has a grievance or an in- 
justice which he can show the other offi- 
clals of the company are not willing to 
correct. Let us all strive for harmony, so 
that differences between employer and em- 
ploye may be eliminated.” 

Vice President Todd and Judge Hall also 
complimented the brotherhood highly, and 
referred pleasantly to the many times they 
had met with Mr. Kelly and the members 
of the Firemen’s Grievance Committee. / 

When Mr. Kelly was surprised’ with the 
gift of a diamond ring by his fellow-fire- 
men he made a speech, partly directed to 
Mr. Mellén and partly to the firemen. He 


told Mr. Mellen that the firemen asked 
for nothing that was not fair, and that 
they had found fair and courteous treat- 
ment from every executive of the company.

ANNUAL ROWING : PARADE 


Harlem River Oarsmen Celebrate 
Opening of Local Season. 


VISITING CREWS COMPETE 


Harlem Rowing Club Wins Banner for 
Most Attractive Barge—Many Spec- 
tators Along the Route. 


One hundred and forty-seven boats, rang- 
ing in size from single sculls to eight-oared 
barges, and carrying over 700 oarsmen and 
passengers, among whom were many wo- 
men, took part in the annual water parade 
of the Harlem Regatta Association on the 
Harlem River yesterday afternoon, after 
having been postponed from the preceding 
Sunday on account of the unfavorable 
weather on that day. The crews participat- 
ing not only included every rowing organi- 
zation on the Harlem River, but represent- 
ed clubs on both the New York and New 
Jersey banks of the Hudson, and from 
Brooklyn and Yonkers as well. More than 
10,000 persons watched the procession from 
the rowing club houses, the bridges along 
the route, from the river banks, or the 
Speedway. 

Classified according to size the boats in 
the parade were as follows: 21 single shells, 
16 single gigs, 8 double shells, 9 double 
gigs, 4 pair-oared shells, 1 triple shell, 5 
quadruple sculls, 4 four-oared shells, 1 oc- 
tuple sculls, 11 eight-oared shells, 25 four- 
oared barges, 3 six-Oared barges, 16 eight- 
oared barges, and 20 canoes. A number of 
miscellaneous craft, consisting of launches, 
a Naval Militia jolly boat, &c,, followed the 
procession proper. 

While the racing crews, in their bright 
uniforms in the club colors and with their 
boats and fittings polished, made a fine ap- 
pearance, the most striking effect was pro- 
duced by the barges, all of which carried 
women passengers, with but one exception, 
and that one, an eight from the Harlem 
Rowing Club, had a crew of eight women, 
aitired in the club colors. The Crescent 
Rowing Club and the Bloomingdale Boat 
Club had barges in which the women pas- 
sergers were attired in uniforms of the 
club colors. 

These three clubs competed for the ban- 
ner offered for the barge making the best 
arpearance, and the judges—Dr. J. T. Buck- 
ley of the Wyanoke Boat Club, W. C. 
Doscher of the Atalanta Boat Club, H. W. 
Walter of the Dauntless Rowing Club, 
Ralph Emerson of the Metropolitan Rowing 
Club, and David D. Doyle of the Potomac 
Beat Club of Washington, D. C.—had great 
difficulty in making their decision, They 
finally awarded the prize to the Harlem 
Rowing Club, whose crew of women wore 
white duck suits with blue ‘“Hs”’ on shirts 
ani caps. The Crescent Rowing Club’s 
barge, whose crew of members wore dark- 
blue uniforms with white crescents on the 
shirts, the women passengers being at- 
tired in dark-blue sailor uniforms trimmed 
¥'th white, with white crescents on the 
sleeves, was a close second in the contest. 
The Bloomingdale Boat Club barge, whose 
erey’ and passengers wore.white uniforms 


vith a dark-blue “B°’ on the front of the 
shirt or biouse, was third. There was talk 
of a protest against the award to the Har- 
lem Club, on the ground that the barge 
was not rowed by members of the club. 

The parade was formed with the head at 
the Lenox Avenue Bridge, the line extend- 
ing down the river to the Third Avenue 
Bridge. The route was up the river to the 
head of the Speedway and return to the 
clubhouses, The start was set for 3 o’clock, 
but it was long after 4 o’clock before the 
long line began to move, 

At the head of the procession came five 
senior single scullers—Frank Veseley of the 
First Bohemian Boat Club, Fred Fuessel 
of the Harlem Rowing Club, and George 
Young, William Varley, and C. 8. Titus of 
the Atalanta Boat Club. Then followed the 
visiting clubs from the Hudson River and 
Long Island in one division under command 
of Commodore Albert Heyne of the Atlantic

COLLEGE ATHLETES READY 


Yale Picked to Win Big Champion- 
_ ship Meeting. 


NEW RECORDS PREDICTED 


Harvard, Princeton, and, Cornell Will 
Enter Fast Men, in Track 
Events This Week. 


Yale’s victory over Harvard last Satur- 
day, notwithstanding the fact that the dual 
meet was closely contested, will serve to 
make the New Haven university a greater 
favorite than ever for the intercollegiate 
chempionship on Friday and Saturday of 
this week in Philadelphia. Princeton's 
victory over Cornell practically places 
Princeton on a par with Harvard as the 
rivals for second honors, while Cornell and 
Pennsylvania are not likely to be far be- 
hind the leaders. The new Intercollegiate 
Challenge Cup will be in competition for 
the first time, and unusual interest cen- 
tres upon the initial victory. New figures 
im the quarter-mile, shot put, pole vault, 
hcrmmer throw, and half-mile are confi- 
dently predicted in several quarters. 

The 100-yard dash will again bring to- 
gether Duffey and Shick, who have finished 
first and second, reSpectively, during the 
last two years. Rumor states that Duffey 
will not compete, but after the showing he 
made ir. Baltimore two weeks ago it is 
quite likely that he will appear. If he com- 
petes he should win. The contest for 
second will be very close, but Shick seems 
to have the best claim. He will be closely 
followed ty Dear or Cartmell of Pennsyl- 
vania and Sears of Curnell. 

The 220-yard dash will be a hot race. Al- 
though Cartmell of Pennsylvania is a fresh- 
man, he is the most promising man for the 
event. He showed at Cornell that he has 
the speed, and it will take considerably 
under 22 seconds to beat him. Long of 
Yale was beaten by Shick of Harvard last 
year, but he has improved in speed. 

The 440-yard run will be one of the best 
races of the day. Judging from the show- 
ing of Taylor in the recent relay races and 
in the Cornell-Pennsylvania games, he 
should be the winner. He is good for 49 
seconds if pushed, and even a little better. 
If on edge, the Pennsylvania runner should 
make a new reccrd. Both Burnap and Long 
of Yale are running very well, and one of 
them should make second place. Rust, 
Grilk, and Divés of Harvard should do good 
¥ ork. , 

The 880-yard run will be the highest class 
half mile ever run at the intercollegiate, 
championships, as there are at least ten 
men in the race who will do 2 minutes or 
better. This speaks very well for American 


middle-distance running. Parsons of Yale 
is the laverite, and he must be granted the 
place because of his great record last Win- 
ter, when he did 1:54 3-5, although Will- 
jams of Princeton by his fine record of 
1:56 2-5 last Saturday is a dangerous man. 
Schutt of Cornell, who did 1:58 4-5 ten days 
ago, can be relied on to give Parsons a 
very hard race. The mile is another race 
that is practically open. Schutt will be the 
favorite, with Williams of Princeton, the 
chempion of 1902,:and Colwell, the present 
champion, the runners-up. These will be 
followed closely by Munson of Cornell. Al- 
cott of Yale was second last year, and he 
may surprise the talent, while Gunn of 
Pennsylvania and Taylor and Fulton of 
Columbia are also formidable runners. Tat- 
nall of. Haverford is a dark horse, as he 
has considerable speed for the mile. 

Clapp of Yale should have an easy vic- 
tory in both hurdle races. He rather out- 
classes his competitors, although Cornell 
and Harvard believe that their men will 
make him show his best speed. The strug- 
gle for the other places will be between 

arvard and Cornell, with the chances of 
Cornell making the greater number of 
points. Cairns, Ashburner, and Vonnegut 
ure all fast men over the sticks. Vonnegut 
looks good enough to beat Bird of Harvard, 
but burner should take fourth. In the 
low hurdles Baver of Harvard is pandly 
fast enough to defeat Cairns of Cornell, 
and both will be pushed closely by John- 
ston of Yale. 

M. Clanahan is the favorite in the pole 
vault because of his recent world’s record. 
Behr, Adriance, and Cooke have all done 
11 feet 6 inches or better this season. Gring 
of Hafvard has done 11 feet 8 inches and is 
in very fine form. Gardiner of Syracuse, 
last year’s champion, with a record of 11 
feet 7 inches, should get third. The hammer 
throw is about the easiest event in choos- 


-ing winners. De Witt of Princeton, Sheve- 


lin of Yale, Van Duyne of Syracuse, and 
Morris of Yale should finish in that order 
with De Witt making a new record and 
Sheveltin following closely, 

The shot put ‘is practically a gift for 
Glass of Yale, and he is likely to make a 
new record, as he has already beaten the 
present figures. Schoenfuss of Harvard is 
second choice, with Boyd of Pennsylvania 
third and De /Witt fourth, The high jum 
is about as open an event as can be found. 
Vietor and Jack of Yale have beaten each 
other, while Tooker of Princeton has beaten 
Vietor. Cornell and Lowe of Syracuse, 
Moffett of Pennsylvania, and Murphy of 
Harvard are also strong men. 

Sheffield of Yale should win ‘the high 
jump. Trainer Murphy states that he will 
jump nearer 24 feet than 23, and this will 
win easily. Hubbard, the present cham- 
pion, has improved, but he can do only a 
ittle better than 23 feet at the most. He 
should be second. Oxley of Yale and Fox 
of Princeton may, win the other places, 


Mock Wins Century Road Club Race. 

Charles Mock of the Century Road Club 
of America won the race from Valley 
Stream to Bedford Rest, held in conjunc- 
tion with the open Spring century run of 
the Century Road Club Association yester- 
day. Mock was only two feet ahead of H. 
B. Appleton of the Brower Wheelmen at 
the finish of the race, while Joseph Bifler 
of the Century Association was third. The 
race was started at Valley Stream, and 
about forty riders tried for the first prize. 
Mock, Appleton, and Bifler jumped the 
bunch soon after the start.

National Champion Creates New 
Figures for the American Mile. 


FLOYD KREBS’ CLEVER VICTORY 


Amateur with Big Handicap Took the 
Ten-Mile Event with His Advan- 
tage to Spare.

NEWARK, N. J., May 22.—Frank Kra- 
mer of East Orange, the National cycling” 
champion, made a new American record in 
the one-mile handicap bicycle race at the 
Vailsburg bicycle track to-day, but he lost 
the half-mile open event by a half a 
length. Kramer's victory in the one-mile 
was loudly cheered, but it was mainly 
through the assistance of his team mate, 
Fenn, that he won. As the bell rang for 
the last lap Fenn and Kramer were about 
sixteen lengths behind the leaders, and 
Fenn started and pulled Kramer on the out- 
side until about 50 yards from the tape, 
when Kramer shot out and by hard riding 
overtook those in front and won by a half 
a length. Kramer’s time for the distance 
was 1:52 3-5, which is 3 3-5 §@Gonds behind 
the world’s record of 1:49, established by F.

real sensation of the day. Krebs \lost no 
time at the start of the race, and opened 
up a big gap, while’Kramer and his team 
mate, Fenn, loafed until the last lap. When 
they started to overtaké Krebs it was too 
jate. Kramer finished second, a half a 
length behind Krebs; John Bedell was third, 
and Fenn fourth. : 

Ashurst of Newark won the ten-mile am- 
ateur handicap race in real professional 
style.

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OUR POLITICAL GOVERNOR. 
Gov. ObDELL is going to Europe. He 
will réturn in less than a month. We 
presume he needs the rest and recreation 
of an ocean voyage and a brief sojourn in 
foreign lands. He has had a busy Win- 
ter. Nevertheless, it is unusual for the 
Governor of the State of New York, or 
for that matter of any other State, to go 
beyond the seas during his term of of- 
fice. 

So far as we have observed, however, 
nobody has expressed surprise that Mr. 
OpEit should thus summarily put off 
the duties of the Governorship. Aston- 
ishment is expressed, but it all relates to 
his office of Chairman of the Republican 
State Committee. Our news columns re- 
ported on Saturday a good deal of crit- 
icism of Mr. ODELL in some quarters for 
betaking himself to Europe at the begin- 
ning of a campaign in which the Repub- 
lican outlook in the State of New York 
is gloomy. It is his possible neglect of 
duty as a machine manager, not as Gov- 
ernor of the State, that comes into men’s 
mindés when the news of his intended de- 
parture is announced. 

By way of Poughkeepsie we get anoth- 
er evidence of the dominance of the po« 
litical element in the Governor’s make- 
up. The News-Press of that city quotes 
Tue Times’s criticism.of the Governor 
for signing the Smith bill shutting the 
City of New York out of Dutchess Coun- 
ty as a source of increased water sup- 
ply. This measure was drawn in the pre- 
tended interest of the manufacturing 
coneerns of Wappinger's Falls and Fish- 
kill, and it is on that ground that the 
Governor justifies his signing it. We 
quote the comment of The Poughkeepsie 
News-Press: 

Thore are a few things which our friends 
in New York shouki remember. Dutchess 
County is depended upon for two Repub- 
lican Assemblymen, although one was lost 
last year, when Mr. CHANLER defeated Ma- 
jor Lanpon. This Twenty-fourth Sena- 
torial District is counted upon for a Repub- 
lican Senator. When Gov. ODELL saw that 
a veto of the Smith bill probably meant 
two Democratic Assemblymen and a Dem- 
ocratic Senator from here in the coming 
election, what show did New York have, 
even though she wailed for one drop of 
water on her parched tongue? 

In many respects the behavigr of Gov. 
ODELL evinces a conviction on his part 
that he has reached the end of his public 
career. A politician with a future would 
never have been quite so reckless as tu 
take the Chairmanship of his party com- 
mittee while continuing to hold the office 
of Governor. The thing is unheard of 
and scandalous. It would destroy even a 
much stronger man than BENJAMIN B. 
ODELL. 


THE AMERICAN WORKMAN’S OUTPUT. 

It is generally recognized that success 
in foreign markets depends to a large ex- 
tent upon the product which the average 
worker, with such machinery as is in use, 
can turn out 
rivals. On this point, as well as on the 
general conditions affecting foreign 
trade, Mr. WILLIAM J. CLARK, manager 
of foreign trade for one of the large 
American electric companies, contributes 
@ inost informing article to The Engi- 
neering Magazine for May. 

According to a table prepared from the 
latest available statistics, Mr. CLARK 
shows that in the total value of manu- 
factures, in the value of product per 
wage earner, in the value per capita of 
population, in the total horse power used 
in manufactures, and in the horse power 
per wage earner, the United States stand 
far ahead of any other country. In other 
words, by every test of efficiency, the 
machinery and mechanics of this country 
possess an unquestioned and very pro- 
nounced superiority. The table follow- 
ing is compiled fromi Mr, CLarK’s table 
and shows the value of manufactures, 
the value per wage earner, and the horse 
power per wage earner for some of the 
chief countries in 1900:

It will te seen by this table that the 
value of products per wage earner in the 
United States is more than four times 
greater than in the United Kingdom and 
more than five times greater than in 
Germany, our principal competitors. On 
the other hand, it is less than twice 
greater than in Canada and less than 
three times greater than in Australia, 
which indicates that English steck, in 
relatively mew countries, tends to like 
methods. It should be added that the 
ratio ¢f output to workmen actually en- 


gaged in manufactures would be larger 
than the ratio to wage earners; what 
change, if any, would occur in the rela- 
tiens of different countries cannot be 
calculated. 

The progress of the United States iu 
the points brought out in the above ta- 
ble has been very marked within the last 
twenty years, as shown below:

In the meantime the exports of manu- 
factures have advanced from $103,000,- 
000 in 1880 to $484,000,000 in 1900, 

Mr. CuARK calculates that the share of 
labor and power in the cost of production 
is 21.4 per cent. in European factories, 
and in the United States is 17.4 per cent. 
When it is noted that the average annual 
compensation of the wage earner is $170 
on the Continent and $340 in the United 
States it will be seen that the lower 
wages of Europe are not an offset for the 
greater efficiency of our workmen and 
the machinery they use. These facts will 
tell on the extension of our export trade 
as we gradually feel increased need for 
ic and make the necessary effort to se- 
eure it. In all the essential elements req- 
uisite for such trade, the United States 
has an unquestioned advantage, and 
especially in the output of which our 
workmen are capable. 


BLACK AND WHITE. 

When Mr. Rooseve._t became Governor 
of New York he found on the statute 
book a law the passage of which had 
been procured by his predecessor, Gov. 
Buack, the object of which was to make 
the civil service system of the State sub- 
stantially subservient to the greed of the 
spoilsmen, By a reading of the Constitu- 
tion shameless in its perversity, the au- 
thors of the law had held that the re- 
quirement of appointments for ‘ merit 
and fitness ” could be so construed as to 
leavé absolute control of selections in the 
hands of the appointing officers. By 
this scheme some of the meanest and 
most discreditable schemes of the parti- 
san office-mongers were carried out. Gov. 
RooOsEVELT immediately set about using 
his legitimate influence to secure the re- 
peal of this law and the enactment of one 
consistent with the Constitution and effi- 
ciently guarding the rights of the people 
to the best practicable service, and suc- 
ceeded. { 

By a curious freak of fortune this en- 
actment supported by Gov. ROOSEVELT 
was introduced into the Legislature by 
Senator Horace WuIrs of Syracuse, and 
became known by his name, as the 
spoilsmen’s law had been known by the 
name of Gov. BLACK, its immediate back- 
er. There was all the difference between 
the two statutes, in point of political 
morals, that is indicated by the words 
black and white. 

It is announced that ex-Gov, BLACK, 
who has a ready tongue and a pleasing, 
though rather sophomoric, gift of ora- 
tory, has been selected by Mr. ROOSEVELT 
to present the name of the latter for 
nomination in the Republican National 
Convention. On the occasion of his visit 
to Washington to arrange for this little 
performance Mr. BLACK took occasion to 
denounce reform generally as manifested 
in the City of New York as deeply taint- 
ed with ‘“ hypocrisy.’’. That is not a 
characteristic of the ex-Governor, but if 
he presents Mr. RooSEVELT to the con- 
vention as the man he really is he will at 
least be forced sternly to suppress much 
in the career of the President which Mr. 
Biack has usually treated with loathing 
and resentment. The exigencies of poli- 
tice are many and queer, but they have 
rarely produced anything more strikingly 
incongruous than a eulogy from the orig- 
inator of the black civil service law upon 
the originator of the white law. 

THE BONDAGE OF : THE CONCORDAT. 

It is not at all surprising that the lead- 
ers of the radical wing of the Repub- 
lican Party in France should hesitate to 
put an end to the Concordat under which 
the relations of the Church and the Gov- 
ernment are determined in France. That 
arrangement, while it is expensive, gives 
to the rulers of France for the time be- 
ing a power over the Church which they 
might not be able to exercise safely, if at 
all, in its absence, 

The annual cost is estimated at $10,- 
000,000, though indirectly it is probably 
considerably more than this. But on the 
one hand, the taxes for this purpose are 
not unpopular, and their remission would 
obtain no recruits for the majority party, 
and on the other hand, if they were re- 
pealed, the amount the Church would be 
obliged to raise by voluntary subscrip- 
tion would be felt very seriously in pre- 
cisely those classes where the Govern- 
ment now has a strong support. The 
peasantry would not only deeply resent 
the moral necessity imposed upon them 
to open their hoards for the maintenance 
of the Church, but they would feel that 
the politicians were burdening them in a 
discriminating and unjust manner, from 
which the openly irreligious were exempt. 

The most impressive element in the 
present relations of the Church and the 
Government, and the one which the lead- 
ers of the Republican Party would least 
wish to change, is the fact that the 
Concordat gives to the Government the 
nomination of the Bishops from whom 
appointments are made by the Pope. 
This is a distinct recognition of a right in 
the nation to a certain independence of 
even the head of the Church, a right for 
which France at various times has vigor- 
cusly contended. It is a substantial limj§- 
tation of the sovereignty of the Pope in 
Church affairs within the domain of 
France and an embodiment of the prin- 
ciple of national supremacy in all matters 
directly affecting the French people, It ia 


a little difticult tor Americans to utder |  cuoden' to value foe's 


stand the attitude of the Freneh mind on 
this question, because we are accustomed 
to the complete supremacy of the State 
in a fairly well-defined field and the in- 
dependence of the Church or Churches in 
a field equally well defined, neither of 
which impinges on the other. No such 
division has evet existed in France, and 
it might be found extremely hatd to es- 
tablish it. The logical conception of 
State, sovereignty for the French is sov- 
ereignty in everything with which the 
State elects to deal. And this conception 
is greatly strengthened in the minds and 
in the habits of the French by the rigid 
and complete centralization of their po- 
litical system, which places in the hands 
of the National Government the minute 
regulation of a thousand matters with 
which no American Government could 
ever meddle, 

From our point of view and our own 


yexperience it seems that the complete 


separation of Church and State would be 
far the best for one and the other. But it 
would involve something very much like 
a revolution’in France, and it is an open 
question—a very difficult one, too— 
whether either party to the Concordat is 
prepared to assume the risks and the re- 
sponsibilities of such a radical change of 
relations. We believe that it would pe 
even more advantageous for the Church 
than for the State in the long run. But 
that does not at all seem at present the 
view of any considerable party in .the 
Church. Possibly the lingering hope of 
many Roman Catholics that the influ- 
ence of the Church in the Government 
may yet be re-established has something 
to do with this feeling. The statesmen of 
France, on the other hand, do not forget 
that the Concordat was originally ar- 
ranged with the First Consul of the 
French Republic in 1801, that it was 
modified in favor of the State when the 
Pope was a prisoner in Fontainebleau, 
and that during its century of existence 
it has more often served the purposes of 
the State than those of the Church. If 
they consent to surrender the authority 
it confers they will have to be convinced 
that this authority is no longer needed to 
control what they regard as the aggres- 
sions of the Church. 


IRON ORE AND THE STEEL COR- 
PORATION. 

The advantage taken of the dissolutioa 
of the Ore Pool to “ pound” the United 
States Steel Corporation may serve a 
useful purpose, but we doubt it. The 
company may be open to attack from 
many points, but on the side of its con- 
trol of natural resources in the form of 
ores and fuel it is least vulnerabl>. Its 
manufacturing plants may wear out or 
become obsolete, and newer plants may 
so lower the costs of production that 
millions of its assets must be “ scrapped,” 
Its blast furnaces may not be as good 
as those now building. In short, the 
prophet of evil need not exercise great 
ingenuity in finding pegs upon which to 
hang his prophecies. But the ownership 
and control of natural resources is an 
asset difficult to undervalue plausibly— 
unless, indeed, one is willing to take the 
position assumed by The Wall Street 
Journal, that “ with so much excess of 
blast furnace capacity no iron will for 
years to come be made by any furnace 
from ores purchased at season prices,’” 
and that “ pig iron is destined to sell at 
prices wherein the total profit would not 
be a dollar a ton if applied wholly to ore 
involved.”” We do not say this may not 
be true, but how any one can be so sure 
of it as to venture to predict it, or even 
to suggest that it is probable, is diffi- 
cult of comprehension in the light of iron 
trade experience during the past five 
years. Conceivably, ores might become 
so cheap in the open market for a few 
weeks or months, and the price of pig 
iron so low, that it would be good busi- 
ness policy for the Steel Corporation to 
cease mining and bank its furnaces until 
conditions changed. There is a price for 
pig iron at which it is cheaper to buy it 
than to make it, but it is not likely to be 
reached. However, cheap raw material 
for a longer or shorter period need not be 
considered calamitous by a company 
which sells only finished products. 

A material as valuable as Lake Supe- 
rior ore is not long sold without satisfac- 
tory profit. The independent mine own- 
ers are not in business for amusement. 
Ore is relatively cheap now because the 
quantity at present needed by those who 
do not own or control supplies is so small 
that the independent mine owners could 
not agree upon a plan of division of the 
limited business in sight. Each of them 
wanted it all, or at least more than the 
others considered his share. This woulda 
seem to mean that the production of iron 
by the independent furnaces is not likely 
for some months to come to be main- 
tained in sufficient volume to be of ma- 
terial benefit to the concerns depending 
upon them for supplies of pig iron. An 
outside production of pig iron’ great 
enough to menace the Steel Corporation 
would mean an active demand, and 
when the demand is active prices are not 
low. Meanwhile, its ability to charge 
itself with ore ‘at as low a price ad any 
independent mine owner would be willing 
to sell for would seem to leave the ques- 
tion of relative advantage pretty much 
a3 it was before the price of ore declined. 

Those who think that “the bottom has 
dropped out” might find it instructive 
to inquire how much the value of desira- 
ble ore properties has declined in re- 
sponse to the temporary conditions which 
have lowered the price of steel products 
and contracted the demand for them. As 
a matter of fact, the capitalist looking 
for desirable iron ore properties to buy 
or lease in the Lake Superior district dis- 
covers very quickly that ore in the 
ground has suffered no shrinkage in 
value since 1902 and that no iron mines 
are for sale at bargain prices. 

If a commission of experts could~ be 


urposes of capitali- 
wation ‘the fuel and ore resourdes of the 
Steel Corporation, it is doubtful if they 
could conscientiously cut Mr. Scuwab’s 
estimate much, if any—phrovided, of 
course, théy agreed with him as to the 
quantities “in sight.” It is quite cer- 
tain they would not base their caicula- 
tions upon the conditions which obtain 
at the moment and which are likely to 
last until the election, or at least while 
the result of the election rémains uncer- 
tain. Everything in the future is a mat- 
ter of opinion, but the Wall Street lens 
fs of too short focus and too apt to dis- 
tort what is not in the immediate cen- 
tre of its field of vision to be useful in 
studying such a quéstion as the value of 
Leake Superior ores for the next fifty or 
vixty years. - 


NOT TO BE TRUSTED. 

“T regret deeply to say that franchise 
grabbing is rampant in the State Legis- 
lature. Every year bills are introduced 
to take from the ‘people and give to rich 
and often corrupt corporations the most 
valuable rights with no offer of compen- 
sation in return.” This is the unqualified 
and most serious charge of Senator Hor- 
ACE WHITE against the Legislature of 
which he is a member. He cited in par- 
ticular the Niagara Power bill passed by 
both houses and recently vetoed by the 
Governor: 

In brief, the Niagara-Lockport Power 
Company sought from the Legislature a 
charter which would take from the people 
their most priceless gift of nature and de- 
prive them of one of the greatest of their 
rights—a right heretofore only vested in 
the people themselves, the right of emi- 
nent domain. When this bill came to the 
Legislature nearly every member of either 
house declared that nothing on earth could 
convince him to vote for it, but when the 
time catne to vote such were the influ- 
ences at work on the part of these wealthy 
franchise seekers that there was only a 
pitifully small minority against the bill, and 
it passed both houses. Thus we have seen 
that the Legislature cannot be safely trust- 
ed to guard the public from this menace. 

Our own view of the provisions of this 
amazing bill are well known. We exposed 
and opposed it at the start. Senator 
Wuitk, a Republican in \good standing, 
goes further than we had warrant in go- 
ing and plainly intimates the methods 
by which this “most scandalous fran- 
chise proceeding,” a& he calls it, was 
pushed. But if the Legislature “ cannot 
be safely trusted to guard the public,” 
what is the public going to do about it?

THE KANSAS SUNFLOWER. 

Discussion of particular flowefs as ap- 
propriate emblems for the Nation or its 
respective States is at intervals earried 
to weariness and reveals no end of aes- 
thetical and symbolic ineptitude. When- 
ever the discussion is revived everybody 
feels both entitled and called on to put 
in a vote and the result is a chaos of 
floral and emblematical confusion little 
short of maddening. If an accepted re- 
sult is sometimes reached and a flower 
picked out and agreed on to be stuck in 
the cap of a Commonwealth, the Com- 
monwealth begins insidiously to get tired 
of it and to yearn with deep but not im- 
mediately operative desire to molt it 
even as a bird its feathers or shed it as a 
serpent its skin. Thus in past times, 
which those may praise who will, Kansas 
uplifted the sunflower as its floral ori- 
flamme, and for a while was proud of 
its bigness and glory. But that seems to 
be all changed now. The State building 
at St. Louis has been so copiously plas- 
tered with representations of the flower 
that a reaction against it has set in, and, 
thus displayed, its effect upon the visit- 
ing Kansan has some of the familiar 
physiological effects of Ipecacuanha, Out 
of its abundance and lavish multiplica- 
tion an air of vulgarity has been breathed 
on it never dreamed of in its towering 
sun-gilded place in field or garden, and 
only possible to it when transferred too 
aboundingly into a scheme of decoration, 

Kansas now very likely wishes, first, 
that it had not chosen the sunflower to 
sprawl broad and blazing on its her- 
aldry, with no touch of modesty in its 
pretentious display, and next that it had 
not allowed such a free use of it in orna- 
menting its Fair building. Selections of 
this kind are not made by an authority 
which may not be challenged and its de- 
eree reversed, and perhaps Kansas may 
get another floral emblem one of these 
days. It would not be an easy matter to 
uproot and cast aside the lilies of France 
or the rose of England or the thistle of 
Scotland or Ireland’s beloved shamrock, 
but it is different’ with the casual and 
haphazard foliations of yesterday which 
poor taste and vulgarity and a clouded 
perception of the fitness of things have 
united to stick in places to which they do 
not by any law of natural affinity or 
aesthetical propriety belong.

The communication of Sylvester Stewart 
in your paper of to-day has interested me 
greatly, and I entirely agree with his views. 
I think that the lioness who killed her baby 
cubs as soon as they made their appear- 
ance in this world showed herself to be a 
splendid mother by saving them fram a 
life of prison misery which she was ex- 
periencing. A law ought to be passed pre- 
venting animals from being carried round 
in the vans of circuses. It is absolute cru- 
elty, nothing less. 

As regards zoological gardens and the 
like, I do not believe in them unless the 
range is so great that the animals and 
birds can be reasonably comfortable. The 
Society of Natural History does all that is 
necessary in the way of education, 

I may perhaps make an exception in the 
ease of the monkeys; they are so human 
and allied to us. But if they are kept on 
exhibition it ought to be in a cage at least 
100 cubie feet in size, so that they will 
have a chance of playing around in every 
direction.

Of all the 
work undertaken to make good citizens, 
nothing has been so successful to carry ott 
the purpose as the opening of public play- 
grounds, especially in a city like New York.

What a few years ago was 
open lots is to-day covered with magnifi- 
cent apartment hotels and business estab- 
lishments. Those to suffer for this progress 
are the little ones, who have been deprived 
of their birthright—play. With no place left 
for the children to indulge in 4 natural in- 
stinct, they have utilized the streets to 
play baseball and other games. 

With this condition has arisén a conflict 
between the child and the policéman, who 
is regarded as an enémy. To overcome this 
dilemma, playgrounds have bééen opéned, 
and unléss they are continued and increased 
we will have a source from which criminals 
are produced. With boys chased by the 
“cops,” and over forty arrested in a few 
days for playing in the streets, oné can well 
stop to ponder if Gov. Odell has not mis- 
taken his purpose ih vetoing a bill that will 
deprive the children of playgrounds and 
vacation schools. 

Seward Patk has been the most enhebhe- 
uous success of any playground ever estab- 
lished. It is situated in the most densely 
populated district of any city in the world. 
Of all the people in this great metropolis 
whose interests should be better taken care 
of than the coming citizens to be found in 
the childten of the “red light” district, 
the “ Ghetto," and the “ Five Points ”’? 

In a city like New York we must lave 
more playgrounds, because a majority of 
the children live in crowded tenement 
houses, More small parks should be estab- 
lished for playgrounds, instead of permit- 
ting them to be used pby nature-loving 
tramps. Wherever a vacant lot is available 
it should be used for the children to play 
in, and if necessary the city should see that 
the place is made clean and clear of débris. 
This would not cost much, and the returns 
in building up good citizens would be enor- 
mous.

Traveling Public Forced to Act as a Sort 
of Assistant inspector. 


To the’ Bditor of The New York Times; 

Ts it not timé that people who are obliged 
to travel should make a protest and an 
effective one, if possible, against the need- 
less ahifioyafice of the train gate? In sev- 
eral of the largest railway stations in this 
neighborhood the starting of each train 
is preceded by the gathering of a crowd 
at the gate, and when it is opened men, 
women, and children are crowded and hus- 
tled through one by, one liké sheep, being 
often subjected in addition to the inso- 
lence of thé gatemén. The needlessness of 
all this is demonstrated by the great sta- 
tions in Boston, where, at the time a train 
is ready, a widé gate is thrown open and 
the people proceed in a comfortable and civ- 
ilized way to their placés in the train. 

The claim that the train gate as managed 
in this neighborhood, is nécessary for the 
protection of passengers is a mere prétense. 
The real occasion for it is to enable the 
gateman to punch tickets as a check upon 
the honesty of conductors on the train. 
The public is thereby subjected to this dis- 
comfort in order that it may serve as as- 
sistant inspector for the railroad. The rail- 
road may saye a few dollars which would 
otherwise have to be expended in finding 
honest conductors or!in watching and 
checking the honesty of its employes, but 
the burden of it falls upon the public in the 
discomfort whieh the system imposes.

For a Horizontal Tariff. 


To the Haitor of The New York Times: 

Allow me to suggest what I think would 
prove very attractive if placed in the proper 
language and inserted in the next platform 
of the Democratic Party. 

The idea is this: to declare in favor of 
gradually bringing the tariff rates to a uni- 
form basis, raising the duty on some arti- 
cles and lowering it on others, until every 
article, except those for special reasons ad- 
mitted free, is taxed at the same rate, ad 
valorem. 

These changes should be made gradually, 
extending over a period of, say, ten years, 
80 as to avoid any great shock to the man- 
ufacturing interests of the country. This 
plan, when carried into effect, would do 
away with corruption as now exerted in 
favor of special articles, which corruption 
became such a scandal at the time of the 
passage of the Wilson-Gorman bill. 

It seems to me furthermore that this plan 
would be the most perfectly just In theory 
of any proposed, since every industry in the 
country would receive equal protection. if 
the tariff be considered a protection, and 
so far as the tariff is a tax, every line of 
industry would be taxed alike. 

Add to this a declaration in favor of gen- 
uine reciprocity, especially with Canada, 
and the two planks would appeal strongly 
to many Republicans and independent vo- 
ters who agree rather with the sentiments 
of McKinley and Blaine, as expressed in 
their later speeches, than with those of the 
present leaders of the Republican Party, 
and would be glad to support the Demo- 
cratic ticket is they could feel justified in 
doing so.

The Richmond County Records. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Please accept my thanks for publishing 
my communication‘in regard to the County 
Clerk's records of Richmond County in 
last Sunday’s issue. Mr. Cromwell is 
right in stating that an appropriation of 
$1,500 for reecopying was made in 1902, but 
his statement is misleading, for the County 
Clerk could have informed him, if he did 
not know it, that not one cent of this ap- 
propriation was expended for this purpose. 

The money became available about Nov. 
1, 1902. The County Clerk of that date 
put men to work recopying, intending to 
apply for remuneration as the work be- 
came finished, At the end of the year 
he was informed that as none of the 
money had been crawn out by him the 
whole amount became ‘‘an unexpended 
balance,”’ and on the first day ofthe follow- 
ing year the entire sum, $1,500, was handed 
over to the “ general fund,’’ and was no 
longer available for the purpose for which 
it had been appropriated. The County 
Clerk of that date (1902) has not yet been 
paid for the work of recopying—a slight 
amount compared to what should be done 
~—which was accomplished in those two 
months, November and December, 1902. 

My statement, therefore, that the city 
has not spent one cent on repairing these 
records since Staten Island became a part 
of Greater New York is absolutely cor- 
rect.

MGR. MERRY DEL VAL 
CREATOR OF A CRISIS 


Apparently a Born Diplomat, but 
Handicapped by Temper. 


IS A STATESMAN BY TRAINING 


His Early Promise Was So Brilliant 
That Disaster Astonishes Those 
Who Knew Him. 


When young Mer. Rafaele Merry del Val 
was in this country in 1896, trying to iron 
cut the religious creases made in Canada’s 
politics by the Maniteba. school dispute, 
bis first important mission, a distinguished 
lawyer of ths city, who met the Papal 
Ablegate twice, said of him: “‘ Mgr. Merry 
del Val is diplomacy personified and ideal- 
ized.”’ i 

Since that time many persons, well qual- 
ified to judge, in various capitals where 
they have met the young Papal Nuncio, 
have said the same thing. When it was an- 
nounced last year tliat the new Pope Pius 
X. had selected as a new Secretary of 
State this same Merry del Val, those ac- 
quainted with his qualifications expressed 
no surprise. It was, they said, an instance 
of extraordinary diplomatic talent mount- 
ing to ite proper pedestal, of water rising 
to its own level: 

These wise heads who recognized the 
young ecclesiastic’s powers must have been 
surprised, therefore—and the New York 
lawyer before mentioned openly expressed 
his astonishment—when they read $f the 
fracture of relations between France and 
Rome, and the threatened doom of the 
Franco-Roman concordat, a written testi- 
mony to the sagacity of Napoleon and Pope 
Pius VII. 


NOT A GENIUS IN STATECRAFT. 


The astonishment of Merry del Val’s 
friends was due not so much to the fact 
that trouble should have arisen between 
France and Rome, but that it should have 
been precipitated by the unskillfulness of 
the young Papal Secretary, who seemed to 
have given so brilliant a promise. The 
failure of Merry del Val in his attempt to 
win his spurs in the higher diplomacy adds 
another argument to the contention that 
the genius of diplomacy, like that of poetry 
and oratory, is heaven born, something 
which careful nursing in the most favor- 
able atmospheres cannot produce. 

In the artificial adornments of the pro- 
fessional statesman, however, Merry del 
Val stands at the head of the list. If he is 
not possessed of the divinely given diplo- 
matic genius, as events seem to prove, he 
is as high a type of his class as the world 
unassisted can evolve, He is a diplomat 
by birth, predile@¥ion, education, and train- 
ing. His father was the Spanish Ambas- 
sador in London when Merry del Val was 
born. His brother, Alfonso, is in Spain's 
diplomatic service, and his father’s fathers 
were statesmen for generations before him. 
He was educated in the fundamentals at 
Stcenyhurst, the famous Jesuit college in 
Engiand, and the English Jesuits are the 
most polished and scholarly of that re- 
markable order of diplomats. Later he at- 
tended that Roman institution known as 
the College of Nobles, where the Papal 
aristocracy receive their diplomatic train- 
ing. 


MORE SAXON SPANIARD, 


Born in the atmosphere of diplomacy, in- 
heriting its traditions and surrounded by 
its influence, Merry del Val is fitted other- 
wise for that peculiar and difficult art. 
His distinguished appearance, tall figure, 
erect bearing, pale, thoughtful, intellectual 
face, and compelling grace of manner and 
speech set him apart in any gathering. His 
mother was an Englishwoman, and Merry 
del Val, fair of feature, is the Saxon rather 
than the Spaniard. His carriage suggests 
something of the Spanish hauteur, but his 
conversation frankness and cordiality 
itself. 

Besides his two native languages and 
Latin, the language of his Church, the 
Papal Secretary speaks German, French, 
and Italian fluently, and he writes all six 
languages with facility. In the several 
minor diplomatic posts he occupied prior to 
his elevation, he won a reputation as a 
brilliant conversationalist. In Rome, while 
Pope Leo XIII. was alive, it was Merry 
del Val’s custom to preach on Sundays at 
the Church of 8t. Sylvester, ich is at- 
tended by the English-speaking Catholics, 
and there, too, he established his fame as 
a forceful and graceful orator. His knowl- 
edge of international law is profound. 

Thus fitted by the traditions of his race, 
by his mental abilities, by his social tact, 
personal charm, and constitutional prefer- 
ences, for diplomatic eminence, it is. diffi- 
¢ult to explain his apparent failure as a 
Papal Secretary, or to imagine who could 
have untied the tangled Franco-Roman 
knot, if not Merry del Val. 


HIS DIFFICULT POSITION. 


His lack of success might be attributed 
to his youth and inexperience, for the 
Cardinal is not yet 39. Most of his fel- 
lows in the Sacred College were Bishops 
when he was born, and he, the youngest of 
the Cardinals, now holds the most exalted 
post in the Papal gift. But Leo XIII.’s 
Papal Secretary, Cardinal Rampolla, suave, 
sagacious, far-seeing prince of diplomats, 
was only 44 when he assumed office. His 
experience was not greater than Merry del 
Val’s, while his incidentai diplomatic ac- 
complishments were considerably inferior. 

Merry del Val, moreover, since his first 
meeting with Rampolla in Madrid, where 
that Cardinal was the Papal nuncio, has 
been his most intimate “friend, and the 
young diplomat had the constant benefit 
not only of Rampolla’s wide experience 
and extraordinary ability, but also of 
Pope Leo’s friendship and favor. 

The responsibilitics and difficulties of 
Merry del Val’s office, particularly at 
present, may be urged as an explanation 
of his shortcoming. Of all the diplomatic 
posts in the world, that of Papal Secretary 
of State unquestionably requires the high- 
est degree of diplomatic ability properly 
to discharge &{s functions. Other Secre- 
taries of State have soldiers and battleships 
to give weight to their demands, and they 
ean negotiate with the practical interna- 
tional currency of military or commercial 
favors and concessions. 

The Papal Secretary of State, however, is 
the Pope’s army and navy and treasury. 
What he wants he must obtain by a skill- 
ful show of right, and for diplomatic con- 
cessions he must offer mutual advantages, 
sometimes moral, sometimes spiritual, 
sometimes sentimental, but always intangi- 
ble. The Church having spiritual subjects 
all over the world, and comprising two- 
fifths of Christendom, the Secretary must 
preserve, ‘f. possible, friendly relations 
with all nations, although the nations 
themselves are in constant discord. 


HIS INHERITED SHORTCOMINGS. 


To maintain his equilibrium upon this 
whirling diplomatic ball, Merry del Val has 
high qualifications in that sort of acro- 
batics, but he has also his vulnerable 
points, and the present circumstances are 
precisely those best calculated to bring out 
hig diplomatic shortcomings. 

Besides his diplomatic talents Merry del 
Val also inherited from his father an in- 
eradicable Spanish conservatism and an un- 
yielding and sometimes unreasonable tem- 
per. His father, who is now at San Sebas- 
tian, is a typical Spanish arist8crat of the 

‘@ld school, and he is classed as a “‘ retro-

grande,” one faithful to the past. He has 
spent his life in the diplomatic service of 
Spain, and his last post was at Rome, 
where he was, accredited to the Holy See. 
So rigid was he in adherence to his ideas 
and to his Church that in Rome he never 
would recognize his cousin, Count Benanez, 
who was the Spanish Ambassador to the 
King. 

The Papal Secretary has inherited this 
paternal trait, which not only makes such 
a point of view possible, but makes all oth- 
ers impossible. ; 

Merry del Val, then, last week, when it 
became incumbent upon him to protest to 
France against the lack of respect shown to 
the Pope by the French President when M. 
Loubet visited Rome, drew up a note the 
form of which, as much as the substance, 
so deeply offended France that she recalled 
M. Nisard, her representative at the Vati- 
can. The language was haughty and over- 
bearing, and for a formal State document 
the paper was in tone even discourteous. A 
similar breach of international etiquette 
could not have been committed by a diplo- 
mat with but a fraction of Merry del Val’s 
abilities, unless he had Merry del Val’s 
temper. 

DONE AT THE POPE’S COMMAND. 


The influence of the new Pope, whose 
political vision, long bounded by the horizon 
of Venice, may have hardly yet accustomed 
itself to its now boundless vista, must be 
taken into consideraticn in the Papal Secre- 
tary’s embarrassment, for it was at the 
command of the Pope that the circular was 
drawn up. 

Most of all, however, it may be doubted 
if any diplomat, even Rampolla, could have 
long averted the crisis which Merry del 
Val, or Pope Pius, or both, have brought 
down upon their heads. By the terms of 
the threatened Concordat, the French 
clergy were recognized as civil officials in 
the pay of the State, but the separation of 
Church and State has been so strongly and 
s0 insistently urged for so long that the 
final dissolution of the bond was but 4& 
logical, though perhaps remote, conclusion 
of the agitation. ; 

In any event, the problem is far too over- 
powering a one for the new Papal Secre- 
tary of State to break diplomatic lances on, 
and the damage that has been done to a 
highly sensitized set of politics will be a 
serious handicap to Cardinal Merry del 
Val’s future diplomatic activities, if by 
reason of his undoubted abilities he is per- 
mitted to remain Papal Secretary of State. 


VON GLEHN-EMMET WEDDING. 


Postponed from Friday, May 13, to be 
Held To-day.

NEW ROCHELLE, May 22-—The an- 
nouncement is made that the postponed 
marriage of Miss Jean Erin Emmet to Wil- 
dred G. Von Glehn is to take place to-mor- 
row at noon at the home of the bride's 
father, William Jennings Emmet of New 
Rochelle. The wedding was to have taken 
place on Friday, May 13, but it was sud- 
denly postponed, causing much surprise 
among the couple’s many friends in society 
and art circles. 

At the time of the postponement the fam- 
ily was very reluctant to explain the de- 
lay, but hinted that it was due to the in- 
ability of some of the relatives whom Miss 
Emmet desired to have present to reach 
New Rochelle on time. 

Mr. Von Glehn is an Englishman, and 
came to this country with John Sargent, 
the painter, about a year ago. It was said 
that there is a romance behind his match 
with Miss Emmet, who is also an artist. 
Miss Emmet’s pictures attracted the at- 
tention of Mr. Von Glehn soon after his 
arrival in this country.

NEWARK, N. J., May 22.—John 8, Ward,

On learning this Mr. Ward went 
home to devote himself to picking off 
plaster.

| TRUE, ALAS ! SOME LADIES SAY. 
Mr. Stone’s Charges That Women Are to 


Blame for Scandal in the Newspapers. 


Melville E. Stone's statement before the 
National Federation of Women’s Clubs at 
their recent meeting in St. Louis to the 
effect that they could stop all the scandal 
in the public press has excited the great- 
est interest among the clubwomen and 
others of this city. Mr. Stone spoke on 
the influence of women on the newspaper. 
He saéd that not a line of scandal would 
be printed in an American newspaper were 
it not for the women. - 

“No large metropolitan newspaper can 
live without the support of the women,” he 
said. ‘“ Newspapers to-day are edited for 
wumen, and not for the men. If the women 
cr the General Federation of Women’s 
Clabs will'set their faces against scandal, 
the objectionable in journalism will disap- 
pear. Women have a joint responsibility 
with the editors as to the class of news 
contained in the columns of the metropoll- 
tan dailies.”’ 

Several New York women who were in- 
terviewed yesterday are divided as to the 
justice of Mr. Stone’s statement that not 
a line of scandal would be printed in an 
American newspaper were it not for the 
women. Some nold that the newspapers 
are molders of thought and lead women 
to the relish of sensationalism and scandal, 
while others hold stoutly that this class of 
news is printed only because the publishers 
find that it pays and that the women in- 


sist on having it. 

** Judging from my experience, which is 
of course from my acquaintances, I know 
that they do not want to read scandal or 
idle gossip,”” said Mrs, Theodore Sutro. 
“There are in this city 250,000 more wo- 
men than men, but only, I should say, 25,- 
000 of these women belong to the federated 
clubs. That is a very little minority, and 
just what they could do to improve the 
tone of the newspapers can’t be eaid off- 
hand. The women of the clubs are of the 
educated classes, and of course they do 
have their influence with the newspapers. 
They don’t care for the sensational press. 
But it will be a few years before our people 
will forget their village habits, the easiest 
form of conversation of course being gossip 
about our neighbors. 

“Mr. Stone has started an interesting 
ee of thought that cannot be settled in a 

ay.” 

Mrs. William Martin said that she quite 
agreed with Mr. Stone. 

“The cause of scandal and the reason 
for its relish,’”’ she said, ‘‘come from the 
jealousy of woman. It is unfortunately 
true that many of them like to hear and 
read about the failings and follies of other 
women, but there is a trend for the better. 
I know many homes where the slightest 
scandal is tabooed.”’ 

Mrs. Edward Moran declared that the 
printing of scandals in the newspapers did 
the greatest harm, She was glad that Mr. 
Stone had seen fit to try to place the re- 
sponsibility. Although it was true that the 
papers gave the people what they demand- 
ed and women must exert a great influ- 
ence, yet they should not take all the 
blame. It was becoming more and more 
true that people sought to get away from 
scandals, and in this way they were exert- 
ing the strongest kind of influence for good 
in the newspapers, as they refused to sub- 
scribe to or buy those they knew to be 
sensational and filled with scandals. 

Mrs. Katharine G. Townsend, M. D., 
thought that it was asking a great deal to 
have the women stop the scandals in the 
newspapers. The supply was due to the 
demand. There were excellent newspapers 
that did not print scandal. 

‘“‘Of course,” said Mrs. Townsend, “ with 
a sufficient sentiment aroused by the wo- 
men against the printing of scandals much 
good might be done. We clubwomen might 
pass resolutions demanding a _ cleaner 


press.”’

Jerome D. Gedney, a lawyer living at 
East Orange, N. J., was.a prisoner before 
Magistrate Mott in the Jefferson Market 
Court yesterday morning charged with as- 
sault. The complainant, was 8. Carl Ger- 
Stle, a coffee merchant, who also lives in 
East Orange. 

Mr, Gedney’s defense in court was that he 
was simply defending his wife, who says 
she was insulted by Gerstle on Tuesday of 
last week while on her way to East Orange 
from this city. The fistic encounter be- 
tween the two men took place on board the 
Lackawanna Railroad ferryboat Montclair, 
and caused much excitement. 

When the case was called Gerstle said he 
had noticed. Gedney while waiting in the 
Lackawanna Station in Hoboken, and after 
taking the ferry he tried to open a conver- 
sation with Gedney on matters of business. 

“TI simply said: ‘Mr. Gedney,’ when he 
turned away from me,’ Gerstle_ said. 
“Then he called me aside arid struck me 
several times.”’ 

Magistrate Mott asked Gedney to make 
a statement, and the attorney said: 

“This man was first noticed this morn- 
*ing standing by the door of the ferry house 
on the Hoboken side. My wife said to me 
at that time: ‘I have something to say to 
you when we get on the boat.’ When we 
had boarded the boat, she told me that a 
man who had insulted her while she was 
on her way tc East Orange on Tuesday 
last was among the passengers, I did not 
know this complainant at the time, having 
never seen him before. He stood where 
the people get on board, just where pas- 
sengers step on the plank. Mrs. Gedney 
and myself walked half way through the 
woman's cabin when we noticed this man 
a few feet away. We changed our posi- 
tion, going further forward, He changed 
his, and followed us. When I saw this I 
took Mrs. Gedney out of the cabin and 
on to the forward promenade. I forgot 
the incident for a few moments, when, 
turning suddenly, I saw this fellow stand- 
ing about five feet back of me. 

“I went to where he stood and said: 
‘I’ve got something to say to you,’ and 
took him across to the men’s side of the 
boat. There I struck him.” 

‘“‘Of course, Mr. Gedney, you don’t claim 
self-defense,’”’ remarked Magistrate Moss. 

‘“‘“Not at all,’’ the lawyer responded. ‘I 
simply defended my wife.’’ 

“You were perfectly right in doing so,” 
the Magistrate added. 

Mrs. Gedney was called to the stand and 
said: 

“On Tuesday last while I was on my way 
to East Orange with my two little boys and 
my daughter this man annoyed me by his 
actions. He spoke to the children, appar- 
ently with a view to engaging me in con- 
versation. His actions caused me consid- 
erable uneasiness and much annoyance. He 
continued his annoying tactics after I had 
gotten aboard my train. 

“TIT told my husband about the affair 
when I had an opportunity. I think it was at 
dinner Tuesday night. I did not intend 
saying anything about it this morning, un- 
til on reconsideration I told my husband I 
would tell him when we got on the boat. 

“The man followed us about the boat. 
Then my husband took him to the opposite 
side of the boat—and—and—” 

“Then the fight took place,’’ suggested 
the Magistrate. 

“That's it, Sir,’ Mrs. Gadney responded. 

To Gerstle Magistrate Moss said: 

“You see, you have brought all this on 
yourself. You’re a business man; you 
ought to have sufficient common sense to 
kéep above such things and out of esca- 
pades of this nature. You did wrong to 
move about the boat after Mr. and Mrs. 
Gedney, as they have described.”’ 

““T deny that I spoke to—I don’t remem- 
ber speaking to the children,” Gerstle said. 
Then, correcting himself, he said he did 
meet Mrs. Gedney on the boat, and did 
speak to the children. 

**I have lived in Hast Orange for seven 
years,’’ Gerstle said, ‘‘ and I can bring you 
references as to my character, and my 
business interests. I deny that I acted at 
all improperly at any time.’’ 

‘From the testimony submitted here,’’ 
Magistrate Moss said, ‘‘ your conduct must 
have been notorious. There, is too much of 
this kind of thing going on in New York 
City to allow any one a free hand at it. 
I am going to dismiss the complaint against 
this defendant and discharge him. Mr. 
Gedney, try and avoid this complainant in 
the future. I don’t think this matter will 
be repeated, but for everybody’s sake try 
and avoid him. I’m not going to impose a 
fine, because I believe a serious conver- 
gation will prove just as effective in this 
case. The defendant is a lawyer, and the 
complainant is a reputable business man.” 

Gerstle hurriedly left the courtroom by 
the Sixth Avenue door. After thanking 
Magistrate Moss, Mr. Gedney and his wife 
left by way of the side door on West Tenth 
Street.

LORD LYVEDEN, ONCE A 
WAITER, HERE AGAIN 


Baron, Who Has Had a Romantic 
Career, Bound for St. Louis. 


HEADS PARTY OF VISITORS 


After Experiences as a Soldier, as a 
Bowery Waiter, and as a Fisherman, 
He Succeeded to Title and 
Rich Estate. 


Courtenay Robert Percy Vernon, third 
Baron Lyveden, and the party of English- 
men and women who come to America with 
him to look upon ‘‘the wonders and the 
beauties of this grand country,” as he ex- 
presses it, spent yesterday admiring such 
of those wonders as exist in and about New 
York City. Lord Lyveden was here with 
the Parliamentary Party a little more than 
a year ago, but says that he looks forward 
to his extensive journeying in the United 
States this time with more pleasure than 
ever before. 

“To-morrow at 2 o’clock,’”’ he said yes- 
terday at the Waldorf-Astoria, ‘‘ we are 
to have the pleasure of meeting Mayor 
McClellan. The following day we leave for 
Philadelphia, where our party will be pre- 
sented to Mayor John Weaver, my old 
friend, and I may mention the only Mayor 
of English birth, so far as I know, in the 
United States. From the Quaker City we 
will proceed to Washington, arriving there 
on Friday afternoon, where we will be 
taken in charge by Mr. West, one of the 
District of Columbia Commissioners. The 
next day, Saturday, we are to be presented 
to the President. The following Thursday 
we start for St. Louis, where we will be 
received by Mayor Rolla Wells. We are 
to spend a week in St.- Louis looking over 
the great Exposition, after which we will 
turn eastward again and proceed to Niag- 
ara Falls, thence to Toronto, from Toronto 
back to New York, and then home.”’ 

Lord Lyveden said he did not care to dis- 
cuss the Japanese-Russian war in any of 
its aspects, but did say that he considered 
the Anglo-Frejch.rapprochement one of 
the grandest achievements of recent times. 
He did not think it would in any way affect 
the alliance between France and Russia. 
Of the relations between America and Eng- 
land, he said, there was very little to say, 
for the very godd reason that the coun- 
tries were now practically one so far as 
international affairs were concerned. 

Lord Lyveden, whose romantic history 
prior to his elevation to the peerage has 
often been referred to in the public press, 
is the eldest son of the Hon. Courtenay 
John Vernon, late Rector of Grafton Under- 
wood in Northamptonshire. In 1901 he 
succeeded, on the death of the second Lord 
Lyveden, to the titles and estates, which 
include some 15,000 acres of the best land 
in Northamptonshire, and since that time 
he has become one of the miost popular 
peers in the United Kingdom. 

As a boy Lord Lyveden decided that the 
army was the career for him, and his 
father shaped his education with that end 
in view, but the boy failed. to pass his 
examination for a commission, and forth- 
with enlisted in the Royal Artillery. He 
stayed in the service eight months, and 
then obtained an engagement at the Hay- 
market Theatre. ‘That was in 1882, and 
for the next two years the future Lord 
Lyveden was a member of the Bancroft 
company, which in that period produced 
‘The-Overland Route,”’ ‘‘ Diplomacy,” and 
‘She Stoops to Conquer.” 

After his engagement at the Haymarket 
the soldier-actor came to the United States 
with just $20 in his pocket. In a few days 
that was gone, and then it was that he 
became a Bowery waiter. Next he was a 
fisherman down in North Carolina, and 
when he tired of that life he worked his 
way back to England, and there became 


a sailor, working for a time as a man of 
all jobs on a small steamboat in the South 
American trade, scrubbing decks, polish- 
ing brasswork, and developing his mus- 
cles in various other sure ways. 

Finally he wound up this part of his 
career on the American liner Paris, now 
the Philadelphia. On the Paris he was a 
steward, and a very good steward. At 
least that is the reputation he left behind 
him when be became Lord Lyveden.

Reckoning all stocks and bonds which 
moved a point or more, the week’s mar- 
ket was as near a balance as possible. 
Ten bonds rose and ten bonds fell. Twen- 
ty-eight stocks advanced and twenty- 
seven stocks declined. Between Monday 
and Friday the average for industrials 
rose .07, and for rails .56. Perhaps immo- 
bility was never better illustrated. It 
was immobility rather than stolidity, for 
there was little Stock Exchange news tu 
affect prices decidedly, although the in- 
cidents in the sterling and money mar- 
kets were important. 

The contrast between the movement of 
the list and the movement of the active 
properties is surprising, even though it 


is explained by the facts already set 


forth. Among the dozen leaders Consol- 
idated Gas was the only one to show u 
decline. The fact is singular, for, al- 
though the Remsen bill was vetoed, the 
company announced rights to subscribe 
to a new issue of $20,000,000 stock at par, 
which leaves a handsome margin be- 
tween it and the current price around 
208. However, a fall on the receipt of 
such privileges is not exactly a novelty. 
The most active stock of the week was 
Steel preferred, and its advance was also 
thé largest, 2%. This is another surprise, 
for the iron trade is not thought thriv- 
ing by anybody, and the general impres- 
sion was that the Steels were soft in 
sympathy. But the common as well as 
the preferred advanced, although it was 
much less active, just scraping into the 
leading dozen. Reading, Drie, Union Pa- 
cific, Pennsylvania, Atchison, and St. 
Paul were followers in order among those 
stecks which made advances in the week 
in contrast with general impression of 
weakness and declines. The explana- 
tion is, as already indicated, that the 
movements before Saturday were so nar- 
row that Saturday’s advance, although 
not very large, sufficed to give an entire- 
ly changed complexion to the upshot of 
the six days’ business. 

The’volume of business was disappoint- 
ing in both departments. That fewer 
shares were dealt in than in the previous 
week or the corresponding week for sev- 
eral years was not surprising. But that 
bond business should decrease $1,700,000 
in a week whose characteristic was 
thought to be an improvement of the in- | 
vestment market is not satisfactory. The 
explanation is that the investment busi- 
ness is better over the counter and in 
the new issues. It is necessary to push 
them to get them afloat, and old favor- 
ites can be left to themselves without 
any particular disadvantage to anybody.

DETAILS OF NEW CUBAN LOAN. 


Particulars of the Security Behind the 
New $35,000,000 issue. 


The $35,000,000 5 per cent. bonds of the 
Republic of Cuba, due 1944, which recently 
were purchased by Speyer & Co., have been 
privately sold to a considerable amount. 
The loan has a practically unique interest 
in that it is the first loan issued after the 
acceptance by the Cuban Republic of the 
so-called Platt amendment. The Govern- 
ment of the United States has been ad- 
vised by Speyer & Co. of the conclusion of 
the loan and of the security therefor, and 
has replied that it does not consider that 
there is occasion to object to such issue of 
bonds. 

In issuing the new loan, the Republic of 
Cuba, besides the usual pledge of good 
faith and credit, created a special perma- 
nent tax upon different articles, such as 
strong liquors, wines, beers, artificial wa- 
ters, matches, tobacco, sugar, and playing 
cards. This special permanent tax is to re- 
main in force during the life of the loan or 
any part thereof. These taxes for the first 
five months of their operation, ended 
March 31 last, yielded $1,403,792 in United 
States gold. 

By the contract which the Government of 
Cuba concluded with Speyer & Co. the Gov- 
ernment assigned and pledged as special 
security for the loan, with precedence over 


any and all future assignment, 15 per cent, 
of the customs receipts of the nepubile. 
The customs recsints” for the fiscal year 
ended June 30 last amounted to $14,638,454, 
United States se and for the nine months 
ended March 1904, they reached §$12,- 
988,046, thus showing a considerable in- 
crease over the previous year. The amorti- 
zation of the loan begins on March 1, 1910, 
the amount to be annually applied to be 
$1,020,000, United States fold. to be pan 
by the Government to er & Co. 
monthly installments of $80.0 each, These 
amounts are to be applied to the purchase 
of bonds obtainable at or below par and 
accrued interest, otherwise bonds will be 
drawn by lot by the, banking firm for re- 
demption at par and accrued interest. The 
Cuban Government also agrees, should the 
pledge of the customs receipts be insuf- 
— to fulfill the interest and the sink-

"MISHAPS IN, THE PARK 


Comedian Fields’s Auto Runs Away 
_and Hits Runabout. 


HORSE TRAMPLES LITTLE BOY 


Mrs. Beack, Who Lives at the Dakota, 
Badly Bruised—Man Arrested for 
Punching, the Aoudad. 


A record-breaking crowd sunned itself in 
Central Park yesterday, and half a dozen 
collisions, runaways, and other accidents 
marked the celebration of the finest Sun- 
day so far this year. With the big crowd, 
however, there were, aside from the prin- 
cipals in the accidents, but two errests all 
day, one of a man who was annoying the 
animals, and the other.a suspected pick- 
pocket. 

The worst accident of the afternoon was 
a collision between the big red touring car 
of “Lew” Fields, the comedian, and a 
light runabout, in which were Charles 
Hickey and his wife of 160 West Twenty- 
eighth Street. Fields was in the back of 
the car, while his chauffeur, John Wilson, 
was running the machine. Coming down 
the drive at Ninety-first Street the auto- 
mobile became unmanageable and started 
off at a rate of twenty miles an hour. The 
Hickeys’ runabout was going in the same 
direction, and Mr, Hickey hearing the ma- 
chine behind him tried to pull to one side 
but was not in time. 

The hood of the machine struck the back 
of the runabout and there was a crash of 
splintered wood and collapsing wheels, 
while Mr. and Mrs. Hickey were hurled 
over the horses’ heads. They quickly picked 
themselves up and limped to the roadside 
out of harm, where both discovered that 
they had suffered severe bruises on their 
backs, shoulders, and arms. Mrs. Hickey 
was attended by the surgeon of the Park 
ambulance, and was able to go home with 
her husband in a cab. 

The automobile was stopped by the shock, 
and the chauffeur was able to regain con- 
trol of its machinery. The horse broke 
away from the wreck of the runabout and 
ran to Eighty-sixth Street, where it was 
stopped by Policeman Murphy. 

Mr. Fields was out of his seat in a mo- 
ment after the collision and did all that he 
could to assist Mr. and Mrs. Hickey. His 
explanation that the automobile had be- 
come unmanageable was accepted as grace- 
fully as possible by the victims. The 
comedian and Mr. Hickey exchanged cards, 
and the latter refused to make any com- 
— against either Fields or his chauf- 
eur. 5 

Hugo Solomon of 61 East Ninetieth 
Street, with a light rifnabout, was driving 
south in the East Drive later in the after- 
noon, when at Ejighty-second Street his 
horse became frightened and dashed down 
the drive. At Seventy-second Street the 
animal swerved into a tree, knocking Solo- 
mon out., He escaped with a scalp wound. 
At Seventieth Street two-year-old Walter 
Singer of 104 West Eightieth Street was 
playing near his nurse, and he ran out into 
the roadway just as the horse came along. 
He, too, received a scalp wound, and was 
shaken up and bruised by a blow from one 
of the horse’s hoofs. 

Thomas Martin, thirteen years old, of 953 
Columbus Avenue was riding a bicycle in 
the West Drive at One Hundred and Sixth 
Street when he became @igzy and fell off 
directly under the hoofs of two horses at- 
tached to a carriage which nad been follow- 
ing him. In the carriage was Wycoff Van- 
denlear of 113 West Seventy-eighth Street. 
pore picked himself up apparently un- 
hurt. 

Mrs. N. A. Beck, eighty years old, living 
at the Dakota Apartments, while crossing 
to the Park entrance opposite the hotel, 
was knocked down by a bicyclist, and re- 
ceived a scalp wound and various bruises 
which may prove serious with her ad- 
vanced age. r. Van Buren of Roosevelt 
Hospital attended her. The bicyclist was 
arrested, 

Solomon Wolf, a contractor, of 249 West 
One Hundred and Thirty-eighth Street, and 
John T. Stewart, an electrician, of 674 St. 
Nicholas Avenue, were arrested about noon 
in the East Drive, at Ninety-sixth Street, 
for riding their horses at a speed faster 
than the law allows. 

Because Judge, the solemn, long-bearded 
aoudad, head of his flock in their cage near 
the arsenal, did not eat the peanuts Vin- 
cent Fode threw him, and frowned at him 
as nearly as a goat can frown, Fode, who 
is a Hungarian waiter, yesterday afternoon 
jumped over the fence, seized the udad 
by the horns, and pounded the animal with 
his fists until a policeman interfered. He 
was locked up on a charge of disorderly 
conduct. 


APPEAL BY MACEDONIANS. 


Want Americans to Petition Congress to 
Help Stop Outrages. 


The Macedonian Delegation of New York, 
of which Constantine Stephanove is Presi- 
dent, has sent to thousands of Americans 
a. petition that will be sent to Congress, 
urging the Government to take part in 
stopping Macedonian outrages. After re- 
citing the resolutions introduced by James 
Bryce, M. P., at last September’s pro- 
Macedonian mass meeting in St. James’s 
Hall, London, the petition continues: 


We, the undersigned, citizens of the United 
States, desire to express our indignation at the 
conduct of the leading Christian nations in per- 
mitting the externiination of an entire race of 
people in Macedonia, by the forces of a Govern- 
ment with which they all hold diplomatic rela- 
tions. It is almost a year since the Austro- 
Russian reform plan for Macedonia was inaugu- 
rated, yet no change for the better has occurred. 
Ten thousand Macedonians are still in prison; 
50,000 exiles dare not return to their homes, and 
those people. still in Macedonia are daily being 
persecuted by the soldiery and the Mohammedan 
population. Macedonian women are daily suf- 
fering from the same outrages for which negroes 
are lynched with public approval in our South- 
ern States, but in Macedonia such hideous 
crimes are perpetrated with impunity. 

A protest from this nation to the Roumanian 
Government against the persecution of the Jew- 
ish ‘population effected the desired results. A 
similar protest to the Porte, combined with this 
Government's co-operation with England, France 
and Italy, who are alrcady willing to do their 
share, will soon put an end to the Macedonian 
horrors and bring peace and order without the 
necessity of firing a single shot. We urge upon 
our Government the necessity of prompt action. 

Accompanying the petition is a’ shee 
music containing the ‘‘ Macedonian on 
gent Boola,” the first line of which is: 
“Behold the day, behold the hour, let 
every slave awake!”

WIRES IN THE SUBWAY 
BURNED OUT AGAIN 


Fire Was at Fulton Street Corner, 
as on April 6. 


NOT MUCH DAMAGE THIS TIM 


Several Telegraph and Electric Light 
Lines Are Burned Out, but Re- 
pairs Are Soon Made. 


A fire that did considerable damage to 
the telegraph and electric light wires of 
the Edison Company occurred in the sub- 
Way at the southwest corner of Broadway 
and Fulton Street yesterday morning, its 
exact location being the same as that of 
the fire that paralyzed telegraphic and 
telephone service in-the down-town) dis- 
trict on April 6. Although the fire alarm 
box directly over the scene of the blaze 
was burned out, Policeman O’Rourke of 
the Church Street Station, who was a 
block south of the fire, turned in an alarm 
from another box, and it was the prompt 
response and energetic work of the fire- 
men that prevented a repetition of the 
disastrous affair of last month. 

It was about 1 o'clock when O’Rrourke 
noticed that smoke was coming through the 
planking over the excavation at Fulton 
Street. Less than ten minutes later the 
firemen were on hand, and a few minutes 
later Chief Croker arrived on the scene. 
To tear up the planking was the work of 
but a minute, and the torrent of water that 
was turned into the big hole 3oon quenched 
the flames. At first it was thought that 
the quick work. of the firemen had pre- 
vented ery Gamage at all.to the wire cables, 
but when an investigation was made by 
the telegraph people it was discovered that 
quite a number of them had been burned 
out, while many others had been affected 
by the water that had Téaked into the 
cables through the joints. 

The fire was caused by the crossing of 
wires of the Edison Company. At the Edi- 
son works the register indicated a leak 
of the current fully ten minutes before the 
blaze became visible at Fulton Street, and 
during that period the escaping current 
was seriously affecting several of. the 
cables carrying Western Union and ticker 
wires, the small wires quickly becoming 
useless by being fused. Vivid flashes at 
the swtichboard on the top floor of the 
Western Union Building indicated to the 
wire chief there that something was rad- 
ically wrong in the vicinity, and the re- 
pair men were just leaving to try to find 
the leak when the flames were discovered 
and the firemen summoned. 

An inspection by Western Union electric- 
jans showed that one of the 100-wire 
cables of that company had been burned 
out, crippling to a certain extent the serv- 
ice to Albany and eertain portions of Long 
Island and the Bronx. Several of the 
wires in the lower part of the city were 
also affected, among them being thosg 
leading into the City Hall and The World 
Building. Nineteen of the 100 wires run- 
ning to Albany were affected, but this 
was not sufficient, it was said, to cripple 
seriously the service to that city. The 
service was put into order again soon. 

At the Postal Telegraph Building it was 
said that the damage to wires of that com- 
pany would not affect the business to 
any appreciable extent, although the chief 
operator said that no doubt a number 
of the down-town wires had been burned 
out. The Postal’s damage was righted be- 
fore night. 

Representatives of the light company were 
soon on hand to ascertain what ‘damage 
had been done to their service, and they 
found that all the wires running into the 
Western Union Building had been burned 
out, and that others in the immediate vi- 
cinity had also been affected. The lights 


were put in working order before night. 

Although thousands of the telephone 
wires run through the tunnel at ulton 
Street, the manager of the Cortlandt Street 
branch stated that no harm had come to 
their service. 

The fire, occurring as it did at an hour 
when Broadway was crowded with people 
on their way to the Battery or Brooklyn 
and _ resorts over there, attracted a 
crowd. 


HOTEL MAN SEEKS HIS WIFE. 


A. T. Foster Meanwhile Offers Reward 
for News of Little Girl. 


Through an advertisement in a morning 
paper it became known yesterday that 
Albert T. Foster, proprietor of the Hotel 
Alsonquin, in West Forty-fourth Street, 
has instituted a search for his wife and 
eighteen-months-old daughter Dorothy. He 
has offered a reward for information as to 
the whereabouts of the little girl. 

Mrs. Foster left New York on April 15 
to visit her mother, who lives in Brockton, 
Mass. Mr, Foster has since learned that 
she only remained there for about three 
hours, and left for Boston. Last Friday 
afternoon, according to Mr. Foster, a friend 
of the family saw Mrs. Foster and a friend 
in the Pennsylvania Railroad Station, in 
Jersey City. The child was not with her 
mother.- Mrs. Foster is twenty-nine years 
old, the daughter of Henry French, a 
wealthy Brockton shoe manufacturer, now 
dead. She is a member of the Daughters 
of the American Revolution and the New 
England Society. She and her husband 
came here from Buffalo about five years 
ago. 

Mr. Foster said yesterday that there had 
not been the slightest friction between him 
and his wife, and that on her departure for 
Brockton she had not intimated by-a word 
that she did not intend to return to him. 
Ten days later, however, she wrote him. 


In the letter she wrote that she had’ dis- 
charged the nurse, who had cared for the 
little girl since her birth, and had accom- 
anied Mrs, Foster and the child on their 
ourney. Mr. Foster sent two mutual 
friends to see his wife, but they were not 
able to find her,

FIGHT ON PRESBYTERIAN UNION 


Partisans on Both Sides Lining Up for 
Thursday’s Contest. 


BUFFALO, May 22.—The proposed union of 
the Cumberland and the Northern Church 
continues to be the absorbing topic among 
the Commissioners to the one hundred and 
sixteenth General Assembly of the Presby- 
terian Church.in session here. The support- 


ters and opponents of union are lining up 
for the contest next Thursday. 

The opposition will be led by Dr. Francis 
L. Patton of Princeton Theological Semi- 
nary, Dr. Henry C. Minton of Trenton, N. 
J.. who was Moderator of the assembly in 
1901; Dr. J. Ross Stevenson of New York, 
and Gen. Ralph E. Prime of Yonkers, N. Y. 
The grounds of opposition are the doctrinal 
position of the Cumberland Churcs and the 
color line. . 

In support of the proposed plan of union 
there will be the stated clerk of the .as- 
sembly, Dr. William Henry Roberts; Dr. 
Charles A. Dickey, Moderator in 1900; Dr. 
Robert F. Coyle. retiring Moderator; Dr. 
Howard A. Johnston of New York, and 
Dr. James D. Abbott of Washington and’ 
Jefferson College, Virginia. 

It is ‘conceded. that a majority of. the 
assembly favors union with the Cumber- 
land Church, but there is an influential 
minority oe to union on the terms 

roposed. It:may be necessary therefore 

o modify present plans in order to secure 
practical unanimity at the present as- 
sembly.
